In dealing with a subject of such grave im- 

J portance as the one with which the author 

J proposes to deal in this book, it is wisdom, 

J from the human standpoint, to convince the peo- 

1 pie at the outset, of the absence of personal mo- 

^ tive or personal prejudice. Although the author 

^ disavows any personal motive or prejudice, yet 

^ he desires that all who read these pages shall dis- 

regard his declaration and put his personality en- 

> tirely out of the question and examine the cvi- 

^ dence strictly on its merits, with God alone to 

direct the thought and illuminate the mind. 

The author will first deal with the dangers of 
the philosophy that the reader may look into the 
abyss, and also perceive bow easily a teacher of it 
may gain hypnotic control of the so-called stu* 
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dents, and lead them helplessly, in her or his 
power. 

The author considers this philosophy to be the 
gravest problem of to-day. He does not desire 
to be in any way personal ; in perfect love he is 
dealing with a principle, a teaching, a practice, 
which menaces a people and which to-day holds 
thousands in its enthrallment. 

In producing the evidence, however, which is 
necessary, in order that the reader may appre- 
ciate more fully the dangers and appalling re- 
sults by an examination of the fniitage of the 
philosophy, the author of necessity is forced in 
presenting individual cases to be somewhat per- 
sonal in perfect love, for the good of humanity.

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THE GRAVE DANGER OF THE PHILOSOPHY. 

"Take heed that no man deceive you. For many • 
shall come in My name, saying I am Christ: and 

shall deceive many." (Matt. 24: 4, 5.) 

> 

That the Christian (so called) Science Phil- 
osophy establishes a mental foundation of 
falsehood, deceit, dishonesty and subtle hypoc- 
risy, and that the said philosophy is responsible 
for such a condition and quality of mind, existing 
among students of the book Science and Health 
and among members of the Christian Science 
'churches, is evidenced by facts which can be 
established by the presentation of individual 
cases. 

And the grave danger to a community through 
people falling victims to such a philosophy can 
be seen by carefully considering the following 
'unbiased and logical presentation and argument. 
, The foundation principle of the teaching is 
that of "denial." We read on page 367 of 
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Science and Health, 137th edition: "Deny the 
existence of matter, and we destroy the belief 
in these conditions, and with it disappears the 
foundation of disease." 

Reader, to declare that "there is no matter" 
and at the same time offer a chair to a guest, 
or do one's marketing, is either a lie in act or a 
lie in statement; truly a subtle and fatal decep- 
tion (Matt. 24: 4, 5) as the foundation of the 
teaching and practice; influencing and estab- 
lishing a quality of mind whereof the fruitage 
of deception, dishonesty and hypocrisy will be 
and is manifested in its dangerous subtleness 
on every hand. "All is mind, there is no matter," 
is an expression that is more familiar to the ear 
and to the tongue of a Christian Scientist than 
any other stereotyped form of language. If mat- 
ter does not exist, and they so declare, then they 
are dishonest and give the lie to their speech 
in admitting the existence of matter in the 
act. If matter does exist, which they ac- 
knowledge in the act, then they are dis- 
honest in the speech. It makes no differenccL 
what excuse is given for the subtle self-deception, 
or what subtle argument is used in defense of 
its employment, the mental trick or deceptive 
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<{uality of mind is established, and this fact 
presents the solution, in seeking a cause, of the 
appalling quality of the mental bondage into 
which so many people unwittingly fall (in this 
twentieth century) and are then unable to extri- 
cate themselves, refusing to listen to any 
argument, being hypnotically influenced (as will 
be shown further on) to close their eyes and 
ipars to any and all avenues of reason or light 
which would show the dangers or bondage into 
which they had fallen; believing everything to 
be "error" that does not come to tiiem through 
"Science and Health" and their Christian Science 
teachers. 



A COUNTERFEIT. 

This presentation does not include the ques- 
tion of healing, as that is. of little or no im- 
portance, compared to the awful condition of 
entiirallment into which people are lured 
by the false harmony of a human phil- 
osophy; and by the doing of works (healing 
the sick, etc.) tiirough the understanding of the 
letter of Christian (so called) Science teaching 
wMch produces a philosophical (hypnotic) 
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operation of the human mind, which is a 
counterfeit of the power of the Holy Spirit, 
our living God. One hears them say, "I work 
my Science." Yes, they repeat their formulae 
and get the hypnotic result, which they ignor- 
antly term Christian. In Christian Science (so 
called) there is just enough Scriptural truth 
voiced or expressed on which to float the 
deceptive, hypocritical, hypnotic, human philos- 
ophy or teaching, which is a poisonous narcotic 
to the spiritual perceptive function of the mind, 
while it creates a counterfeit, having the 
appearance of spirituality; which is subtle, and 
insinuously, insidiously, and dangerously decep- 
tive. (Matt. 24: 24.) Self-complacency and 
self-love pass for Christianity, and dishonesty, 
falsehood, deception, trespass, and oppression, 
in the individual, pass as virtue, in that the 
individual is self-hypnotized into the belief that 
Ihere is no wrong, that no such thing exists, 
that therefore everything is right to the individual 
(one's self), that the one has no one to consider 
but that one's self, that one must "take one's 
dominion," that everything is theirs, and if they 
trespass upon another, that is the other one's 
"problem," they have nothing to do with any 
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problem but their own individual problem; but 
the fact remains, that they are very quick to 
object if they themselves are trespassed upon by 
another; and here we have another example of 
the hypnotic, hypocrisy (teaching and practice 
of contradictions). 



BLUNTING CONSCIENCE. 

One hears these so-called Christian Scientists 
say: "It never happened;" this is the way 
they practise one form of mental decep- 
tion and hypnotically blunt their conscience, 
and put from their minds an injury done to 
another, instead of recognizing the wrong and 
righting it. Do you ask if this condition really 
exists ? Let me say emphatically that it does exist ! 
If any of the members of the Churches should 
have sufficient faculty for right thinking left to 
enable them to enter into some degree of con- 
sciousness of the true condition they would 
immediately close their minds to it in obedience 
to the teaching, hypnotically believing that their 
partial recognition of the wrong condition was 
a belief which existed nowhere but in their own 
consciousness, and that by closing their minds 
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to it the condition would cease to exist; in fact 
that it never had existed; while the deluded 
individuals continue to remain members of the 
organization in silent acquiescence to, or active 
participation in, unchristian and outrageous 
oppression, persecution, slander, dishonest speech, 
etc. Truly an excellent condition of mind, to be 
taken advantage of by some designing leader, 
reader or teacher, who, for personal power or 
gain or prejudice or any evil motive, can lead 
or use the people controlled in any way or for 
any purpose; the Church organization, or 
students' organization (combination of people), 
being the power which the one in control can use 
at pleasure to hurl against any one, two or three 
members, not so completely hypnotized as the 
others, who will not dance to every tune played 
by the one in control; and this very condition 
exists to-day. 

DENIAL OF FACTS. 

If you should ask a member of the organi- 
zation if such a condition exists, that mem- 
ber will promptly deny its existence — ^the reader 
will keep in mind the fact that the mem- 
bers are well educated in a system of denial, 
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and that they are quite at home in denying 
conditions which they know to exist. This brings 
to the mind of the author a conversation which 
took place in his presence a few years ago, at 
the home of a Christian Science teacher and 
reader, to whose home he had been simmioned. 
The teacher, in instructing a student (and church 
member) relative to testimony she was to give 
as a witness in a legal contest, said: "If the 
attorneys on the other side should ask you any- 
thing about — — , say that you don't know 
anything about it." The student said nothing, 
but looked her surprise, which was quickly seen 
by the shrewd and watchful teacher, who as 

quickly said : "That will be all right, L ; you 

will be testifying from the standpoint of the abso- 
lute!" Meaning that she would be testifying 
from the standpoint of spirit, on the supposition 
that from that standpoint there is no human 
knowledge, 

INCREASE OF PERJURY. 

Reader, in view of the fact that these peo- 
ple claim that their thought is leavening the 
whole world, do you wonder that it is said 
by competent observers that there is more 
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perjury in the courts today than ever before? 
Have we not to view this condition with serious- 
ness of thought? The author will be declared 
by these students of "Science and Health" to 
be grossly unscientific in putting such a question ; 
but the author desires to reverently suggest that 
Jesus wept over the people of Jerusalem, who, 
without doubt, had lived in the complacent 
declaration unto themselves that there was "no 
wrong." Truly in the eyes of these Christian 
Scientists Jesus must have been wrong in having 
such a depth of concern that it found expression 
in tears, and those people of Jerusalem, it would 
seem, must have had a similar opinion. Reader, 
pause, and do some thinking! A Christian 
Scientist (so called) will tell you in obedience 
to the teaching that you must not see or talk 
of these things, that by doing so you 
give them power, the only power they 
have; that they exist only as they exist 
in your mind through your false percep- 
tion of that which does not exist. 



ERROR'S ARGUMENT. 

What a clever argument of the devil (imper- 
sonal or personified error, it makes no diflference, 
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the argument is just as baneful) to hold the people 
in bondage as willing aids to any wrong that a so- 
called leader, reader or teacher may desire to use 
them for, they not daring to refuse ; for to refuse 
on the ground that the purpose or act is wrong 
would be "giving power" to that which doesn't 
exist, and they themselves would be at fault; 
when, in fact, they are personally lending them- 
selves to the wrong, either in active participation, 
or in silent acquiescence ; for to be a member of 
an organization and not protest and cry out 
against a wrong, is to become a party to it by 
implied acquiescence in keeping silent, and there- 
fore equally responsible for the wrong before 
God and man, though they keep the blinders of 
their false teaching on their conscience and refuse 
to see any wrong in any act which they might 
support by their association, presence or member- 
ship. Truly every criminal live^ by as high a 
standard of self-deception as this. 



EVIL IN "SCIENCE AND HEALTH." 

The author cannot believe that Mrs. Eddy 
had any idea of the evil that would result from 
the philosophy she has giv^ti to the world in 
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her book, "Science and Health;" or that its 
teaching could have been used against her by 
those who are disloyal to her while professing 
to their individual following, love and loyalty to 
"dear mother" (Mrs. Eddy). 

Whereas the author cannot believe that Mrs. 
Eddy had a full conception of the dangerous 
teaching she was putting into the hands of the 
people; nevertheless, it is evident to him that 
she realized a danger and sought to oflfset it by 
including in her book a chapter on hypnotism; 
evidently, to the autlior's mind, for the purpose 
of nullif)ring the baneful influence of her own 
(so claimed) method; but her readers looking 
for the danger from without, fall a prey to it 
from within the book, and they are hypnotically 
enthralled; they become the victims of a subtle 
mental condition that is the anti-Christ; while 
professing the Christ mind, they are the prey of 
the counterfeit. (Matt. 24: 24.) 

If the evidence contained in a book, written 
and published in 1904, by Mr. Frederick W. 
Peabody, of the Boston Bar, is correct, and it 
is most certainly of a character that must cause 
it to be accepted as correct unless disproven by 
adequate evidence, then Mrs. Eddy was and is 
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indebted to Dr. P. P. Quimby* and his ''Scien^ 
of Man/' and therefore all claims in her book 
conflicting with the aforesaid evidence must of 
necessity have the appearance, painful as it may 
be, of being misleading and deceptive; and if 
this be true, then the character of her said claim9 
are in full accord with the philosophy of demal 
(deceptive in practice) of which Mrs. Eddy 
claims to be the discoverer. All that an htmest 
man or woman should want is the truth, and 
such an one will be determined to have the truth, 
no matter what personaUty or system may fall, 
under the lime light of open, unprejudiced, fear- 
less investigation; not the underhanded, serpen- 
tine method of the system under partial investi- 
gation in these pages, but in the open, which 
gives opportunity for defence. 



DECEPTIVE BASIS OP HIND. 

The establishment of a deceptive basis of 
mind in a people must be productive of the most 
dire consequences, and if, upon careful, diligent,

Healing," Horatio W. Dresser makes the following stat^ 
ment : 'The practice of mental healing did not or%mate 
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unbiassed, honest examination and thought, 
closing the eyes to nothing, and freeing ourselves 
from all hypnotic influences, and from the influ- 
ence of personalities, we recognize the danger 
of this human philosophy of denial in speech of 
that which is admitted in the act, then need we 
be* surprised at the appalling condition existing 
under cover of an outward harmony and garb 
of righteousness — self-righteousness? I think 
not. But it is all so subtle, that it requires the 
wisdom spoken of by Jesus to detect the hydra- 
headed thing so deceptively concealed: "Be ye 
therefore as wise as serpents, and as harmless 
as doves." (Matt. lo: i6.) 



"SYSTEM OP DENIAL.'* 

On December 4, 1904, Mrs. Sue Harper 
Mims, member of the Board of Lectureship 
of the C. S. Mother Church, Boston, Mass., 
in a lecture delivered at Mount Vernon, N. Y., 
said: "I want to quote Mrs. Eddy correctly. 
Mrs. Eddy says: This is my method; I am 

with the Giristian Scientists (as has been claimed), but 
in the researches and practice of Dr. P. P. Quimby, of 
Belfast, Me., 1802 to 1866, who healed my parents and 
also Mrl Eddy, author of 'Science and Health.' " 
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the only one who cures disease by a system 
of denial.' " My dear reader, note carefully 
these words of Mrs. Eddy, as quoted by Mrs. 
Mims — note the words : *'My method," not God's 
method but "my method," and that a method of 
denial — a, hypnotic method. 

To repeat a formula for the purpose of influ- 
encing the mind, is mental suggestion ; and mental 
suggestion is hypnotic, and you can't mate any- 
thing else out of it. Now, we are dealing directly 
with the baneful human philosophy ("My 
method") which is not of God, but is the fulfil- 
ment of the prophecy of Matt. 24: 24, as the 
intelligent examination of tlie "method" will 
show beyond any cfuestion of doubt. 

A people employing this "method" as a prin- 
ciple of life becomes self-hypnotized, and are 
then not only incapable of realizing their 
condition, but can be helplessly controlled and 
led and used for any purpose, as we find, in a 
marked instance, right here in this City of New 
York. 



HYPNOTICALLY CONTROLLED. 

Persons self-hypnotized are in an excellent 
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condition of mind to be taken hold of by anyone 
using the same hypnotic philosophy, through 
which the people have been enthralled; and 
especially if that one has a knowledge of 
h)rpnotic methods; such a person becomes very 
clever in obtaining and retaining control of the 
minds of those under his or her tutorage or 
leadership. We have seen a manifestation of 
this mental control, of these enthralled people, in 
the employment of clever acting — ^presenting the 
appearance of meekness, resorting to pathos, to 
tears — act the role of dominating self-assertive- 
ness ; make pleas of accomplishment ; hide behind 
sex, and employ any device that the occasion 
might call for, and by which to maintain or 
regain power of control over a seemingly mindless 
(they have been carried beyond human reason 
in their life of delusive and deceptive contra- 
diction) and most certainly helpless people. P. 
T. Bamum said: "The people like to be hum-* 
bugged^ and are willing to pay for it." Carlyle 
expressed his opinion of humanity; truly there 
is ample opportunity for any person (designing 
or otherwise) to operate with success through 
the medium of a deceptive teaching or the 
employment of deception. 
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<< SCIENCE AND HEALTH" A DELUSION. 

The denial of the existence of all matter must of 
necessity include the book, "Science and Health/' 
which consists of paper, printers' ink and binding; 
and if matter does not exist, then why does the 
one advancing this teaching advise people to buy 
her matter book, which does not exist? If the 
author of that book should say in reply that 
the matter book, with all matter, is a false concept 
of mortal mind, which is error, and does not 
exist, then logically we can get nothing out of a 
book that is a "false concept" but a false teaching. 
And if the printed words, which do not exist, 
are supposed to be seen by the "false sense" — 
human sight— which is "error," and does not exist, 
then how can the supposed words, in the delusion 
of a book, convey anything to the mind which 
is also claimed to be non-existing? Is it any 
wonder that a host of the students of this so- 
called Christian Science teaching are living out 
a life of deception and hypocrisy and h}rpnotism? 



MATTER DOES EXIST. 
Who can say that that which we call matter 
docs not exist (whether our conception of k is 
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correct or not) and prove their statement? 
Chemistry shows that nothing in matter is lost, 
though its form changes through that which is 
called chemical processes. 

To dogmatically declare that there is no life, 
intelligence or substance in matter, and that 
matter is nothing, but is a supposed product of 
mortal belief, is making a statement which is 
calculated to mislead and result in great harm. 
The author as firmly declares that it is not "mor- 
tal belief" which is expressed in the beautiful 
rose, or in the fragrant, delicate arbutus hidden 
beneath the leaves in the Springtime. God is 
expressed in every leaf and in every blade of 
grass; but we do not look to the leaves or to 
the grass, or to the beautiful flowers for power, 
though they can lead us Godward in their 
beauty; but we look to the same God who is 
expressed in the leaf and the blade of grass. 
We do not, or should not, worship or lean on 
our fellow man, but that does not mean that 
he does not exist. It would be a far grander 
thing, lifting us Godward, to be en rapport with 
nature, than to walk with those who deny its 
existence, and who live a life of contradiction, 
self-deception and hypnotic self-complacency. 
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It matters not to a man whether matter exists 
or does not exist, so far as his relationiship to 
God is concerned. Man might just as well 
declare that self (the individual man) does not 
exist, because we have to look away from self 
to be at one with God. If we look at or to self 
(become self-centred) and look at matter (live 
in at-onement with matter), we will be looking 
away from God; but, for that reason, to say 
that self (the individual man) and matter do 
not exist for the purpose of turning the mind 
from self and matter to God, is to wipe man out of 
existence; and it is a pernicious, false and dis- 
honest statement — ^an attempt to enter the "sheep- 
fold" by another way than by the "door." 



<<A THIEF AND A ROBBER.'' 

"Verily, verily, I say unto you. He that entereth 
not by the door into the sheepfold, but climbeth 
tip some other way, the same is a thief and a 
robber." (John lo: i.) Is it any wonder that 
we have on every hand the awful fruitage of this 
deceptive, hypnotic, human philosophy, that is 
doing its baneful work in so subtle a way as to 
deceive the unwary? (Matt. 24: 24.) 

It has been said by the author of "Science 
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and Health'' that one case of healing repaid her 
!for the writing of the said book. Let us ask 
the question if all the cases of healing that could 
ever be reported would pay for the suflfering, 
injustice, persecution, dishonesty, hypocrisy, 
deceit and enthrallment of the minds of thou- 
sands of men and women as a result of the 
teaching of this subtle, deceptive, human (''My") 
{^losophy (method) in affording an ease to the 
conscience and admitting of a wrong direction 
of thought? Better have all who are ill pass 
into the unseen (our abiding habitation) in the 
pure, true, honest, loving, sympathetic quality of 
mind, of one, in at-onement with God, who has 
never been touched by the human philosophy 
presented in "Science and Health/* which has 
robbed so many of these beautiful God-qualities. 

Let us examine some of the testimonies given 
in the Christian Science Churches : 

About October, 1904, Mrs. F. S — , a prominent 
member of one of the New York City Churches 
(Mid C. S. practitioner) testified at a Wednes- 
day evening meeting of her wonderful demon- 
ttrztion in Christian Science in obtaining quick 
relief from a chill which she had experienced 
the i^evious Siunmer; and, to prove the severity 
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of the chill, she spoke of an incident, which would 
seem was unintentionally presented to her 
listeners in her desire to give to them a word- 
picture of her ailment; for she said: "I was 
standing by the table, and I shook so that I 
overturned a cup of hot tea I held in my hand ; 
the cup was refilled, and I had it brought to me 
upon the veranda, and I drank the tea there; 
and very soon the chill was gone." (Verbatim 
quotation.) The going out upon the veranda 
while sujBfering from a chill may have been 
presented as an additional demonstration; but, 
reader, a question would arise in the mind of a 
conscientious person concerning the presence 
of a cup of hot tea. It would seem that no 
further comment need be made. At about the 
same time there was another testimony given 
ton a Wednesday evening by a man who is a 
teacher and practitioner of Christian Science 
(graduate of Mrs. Eddy's Metaphysical College), 
who spoke of the exactness of Christian Science, 
and said : "We are away ahead of Paul ; for Paul 
said, Tor what I would, that do I not, but what 
I hate that do I.' But we do what we want to 
do, and do not do what we do not want to do.'* 
(Verbatim quotation.) Reader, examine these 
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words given out to the people in the Church, 
many of whom, unthinking (most people do not 
think), would be influenced thereby. Is it not 
true that the common malefactor of society lives 
by that rule (doing what he wants to do, and 
not doing what he doesn't want to do)? Is 
not the said testimony in accord with the teach- 
ings — ^no wrong — ^no matter — ^all good? Truly 
Paul's conscientiousness is put into the back- 
ground by a people robbed of conscience through 
a deceptive, hypnotic philosophy, and who call 
all their acts right, because there is nothing but 
right ; any other thought would be a "delusion." 
Paul had such a wonderful vision of God that in 
trying to measure up to it he felt and appreciated 
his shortcomings. Paul had risen out of the old 
life and was pressing forward in the new, unto 
the prize of perfection ; he labored with his hands, 
while he healed the sick without charge, and 
preached the Gospel without salary; and yet we 
have to listen to such a testimony as the above, 
from a people who are "demonstrating" a hvp- 
notic, subtle, deceptive philosophy which they 
dress in the robe of Heaven and for material gain. 
Is it not enough to make one weep with pity? 
One who happened into this particular Church 
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on that evening, appreciating fully the danger of 
such a testimony (as above), gave a counter testi- 
mony, showing Paul in his true position, and the 
danger of the doctrine voiced by the said C. S. 
teacher. But as in the time of Jesus, there were 
those who did not welcome any voice that would 
run counter to the teaching of the philosophy; 
some declaring that Paul's experience was blind 
inspiration, but that Christian Science is exact; 
and some objected on the ground that to cast any 
doubt upon the testimony might keep some people 
from joining the Church. Reader, let us examine 
the two objections : The latter objection indicates 
that if a false testimony is voiced, they would be 
willing to have people brought into the Church 
by it ; take, for instance, the case of chills, adver- 
tising Christian Science as the cure, when a cup 
of hot tea had been taken. Talk about the teach- 
ing being founded on truth I A medical society 
would decline to accept the report of the action 
of a remedy, if another agent had been used. 
Note the contrast. 



INSPIRATION VERSUS EXACT SCIENCE. 

Now note the difference between Paul's inspira- 
tion and this "exact science." In the first in- 
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stance we have the very power of God, the Holy 
Spirit, manifested in a huipan life ; in the second 
instance we have a human philosophy falsely 
named Christian, on which its discoverer (dis- 
puted) and its votaries have tried to fit the teach- 
ings of the Scriptures ; one is of God, tlie other 
is a fulfilment of the prophecy of Matt. 24 : 24. 

An instance, closely related, will give a prac- 
tical illustration of one phase of the exact working 
of the philosophy. An exponent of the phil- 
osophy paid a cash bill for goods delivered ; the 
vendor, through inadvertence destroys the check, 
of which he advised the vendee ; the vendee holds 
the receipt, the vendor holds nothing, but is 
minus the goods. The vendee has the goods 
which have cost nothing. A Qiristian Science 
example in real life (no "false concept"). An^ 
actual experience in the working of tile "exact 
science." Reader, what has become of con- 
science? Can there be any conscience in an 
"exact science?" The transaction, so iar as the 
Vendee is concerned,, has indeed been a very 
profitable "demonstration" in Christian Science. 

A Christian Scientist, in Philadelphia, recently 
telephoned to a gentleman in New York, asking 
him to go on a cash bond for him at once, stating 
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that he was mailing to liim a check for the 
amount at that moment. The check wasn't re- 
ceived, the New York man was in consequence 
financially embarrassed ; the Philadelphia man 
avoided him when in New York. Do you think 
that' his (the Philadelphia man's) conscience 
troubled him? How could it, if he honestly be- 
lieved his philosophy? If the "real man" cannot 
sin and he closes his mind to all "false concepts/' 
"material beliefs/' except when they are to his 
material advantage, what is to hinder him from 
working these "beliefs" for all they are worth, 
so long as they cannot harm his "real man?" 
He living in the "real," while he is manipulating 
the "false." Reader, what think you of the 
dangers of this false anti-christian teaching and 
practice, called Christian Science? Do you 
wonder that the human mind, in so large st num- 
ber of instances, loses its power — ^in consequence 
of this teaching — to distinguish between right 
and wrong (with apologies to the Scientists for 
using the word "wrong" when there is no such 
thing) ? 

Now let us study the First Church of Christ 
(so caUed) Scientist, New York City, as a product 
of this dangerous human philosophy; for 
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such a condition of despotic and unchristian 
cnthrallment, could not exist in a free land, under 
the guise of religion, except as a result of this 
subtle, deceptive, hypnotic teaching. 

Let us read a reprint from the New York 
Tribune, and see what we find in it : — 

DENIAL FROM CHRISTIAN SCIENTIST. 



MRS. STETSON SAYS SHE IS NOT LEADER— MRS. EDDY I8« 
AND ALWAYS WILL BE. 

To the Editor of The Tribune: 

Sir: I have recently noticed a number of references 
to me which have appeared in various newspapers 
throughout the country, to the effect that I am the leader 
of Christian Scientists in New York City, and that my 
name has been mentioned as a possible successor to 
Mrs. Marpr Baker G. Eddy, the discoverer and founder 
of Christian Science. 

I have repeatedly published denials of similar state- 
ments in the New York press, and now beg space to 
emphasize again my statement that I am not the leader 
of Christian Scientists in New York City. I am but 
one of many students of the Rev. Mary Baker G. Eddy 
in this city who have been graduated under her personal 
instruction from the Massachusetts Metaphysical Col- 
lege, of which she is still the president, and sent put 
by her to preach the Gospel of peace on earth and good 
will to men, to heal the sick according to her meta- 
phVsical method as demonstrated by Christ, and to 
reform the sinner. Eveiy Christian Scientist acknowl- 
edges the wisdom and spiritual perception of our leader 
and teacher, the Rev. Mary Baker 6. Eddy, the dis- 
coverer and founder of Christian Science. 

Any suggestion or question of a successor to Mrs. 
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Eddy, as the leader of the Christian Science movement, 
is one that could not be considered b}; any loyal Christian 
Scientist. Mrs. Eddy is and ever will be the only leader 
of the Christian Science movement. There is no ques- 
tion among loyal Christian Scientists as to her con- 
tinuing to lead them on to the demonstration of 
eternal life, through faith in God and the understanding 
of the law of the spirit of life in Christ Jesus which 
sets us free from the law of sin and death. She is as 
ever constantly and actively engaged in working for 
the cause of Christ and in leading humanity to worship 
God in spirit and in truth. She is demonstrating the 
truth of her own teachings as found by her in the Bible 
and given to the world in her great work, "Science and 
Health, with Key to the Scriptures."

Referring to the above signed statement, the 
author desires to ask the writer of it, 
if she did not at the meeting at which 

she denounced Mr. S. A , a lawyer and 

her student (he not being present), for 
questioning her right of authority? The author 
asks if she did not at that time declare, 
with pronounced emphasis : "I am the leader and 
you must acknowledge me as suchl .... You 

must have nothing to do with Mrs. S ?" The 

author asks, again, if the above is not a verbatim 
report of that part of her speech? He also asks 
if she has not declared herself to be leader on 
various other, yes, numerous occasions? He also 
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asks if she has not repeatedly, yes, unceasingly 

declared, that Mrs. L. L had no right to start 

or organize a church outside of the authority of 
her (the writer of the said signed statement) 
Church?* 

He also asks if the writer of the aforesaid 
statement has not repeatedly declared that she 
was "sent by Mrs. Eddy to have charge of the 
work here?" If the writer of the aforesaid 
statement should answer these questions in the 
negative, there are hundreds who can answer 
them in the affirmative, and the affirmative an- 
swer is the truth ; therefore he desires to ask, in 
view of this fact, Is not the above signed state- 
ment misleading? Is it deceptive? Which state- 
ment is the truth — the one made in the signed 
statement aforesaid or the many statements made 
to the congregation and in private? Is the public 
statement made for a purpose? Are the declara- 
tions made to the congregation and in private 
made for a purpose? Is there deception here? 
Is deceit the hardest thing in this world to deal 
with, and the most dangerous thing? 

♦If the writer of said signed statement did not pose 
as leader, what right had she to try to control Mrs. 
L. L., or any one else? 
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CHRIST DEMONSTRATED MRS. EDDY'S 
METHOD? 

In this aforesaid signed statement the writer of 
it uses the following words : "To heal the sick ac- 
cording to her (Mrs. Eddy's) metaphysical method 
as demonstrated by Christ." Reader, examine this 
assertion! Mrs. Eddy's method; Christ demon- 
strated it — demonstrated Mrs. Eddy's method. Is 
this another untruth on the face of it? Again 
we read in the aforesaid signed statement : "She 
(Mrs. Eddy) is demonstrating the truth of her 
own teachings as found by her in the Bible." 
Reader, note that Mrs. Eddy has found her own 
teaching in the Bible ; and recognizes it as hers 1 
That is the statement I Now we can see the 
import of their declaration: "Before Abraham 
she is ;" yea, and before Christ, according to the 
above I The author also desires to ask if the 
writer of the aforesaid statement expects Mrs. 
Eddy to remain on the earth, in the flesh, for 
ever. What does she mean by the words : "Mrs. 
Eddy is and ever will be the only leader of the 
Christian Science movement?" Is this a frank 
and honest statement^ or is there a "deceptive" 
meaning here? If Mrs. Eddy should pass from 
the flesh, where would the maker of the above 
c 
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statement stand? Or does the maker of the said 
statement mean that Mrs. Eddy would still be the 
leader from the unseen, and the maker of the 
said statement claim to be the only representative 
of Mrs. Eddy in the flesh? Is there assurance 
enough for the making of such a claim? Or 
does the maker of the statement mean that there 
will be no other leader, should Mrs. Eddy pass 
from the flesh, but a "Queen" of New Jerusalem? 



A CONSPIRACY? 

The author would also ask if there is a con- 
spiracy afoot? What secret plans, projects or 
purj)oses exist? Have clubs (so called) been 
formed all over the country? If so, what is the 
purpose back of their formation? Is any event 
being prepared for? What significance lies in 
the following narration ? — At the annual meeting 
of the Students' Association, held in the First 
Church, New York City, December, 1903, the 
writer of the aforesaid signed statement, address- 
ing the students, said : "I am made to feel very 
humble by what is appearing in the papers (the 
papers were filled with some of the alleged abuses 
practised by the speaker), and in view of the 
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stir created, I ask you not to speak of me In any 
other way than as Mrs. . (Mrs. had re- 
peatedly declared herself leader and was conse- 
quently so spoken of.) You may think of me as 
you like, deep down in your hearts, but for the 
present don't speak of me in any other way than 

as Mrs. , especially to outsiders ; by-and-bye 

you may call me sometiiing else." (Reader, note 

the closing words I) A Mr. W. H.T (a mine 

owner in Pennsylvania, residing in New York 

and student of Mrs. , and stated to be also a 

business partner of the said Mrs. ) seated 

about two-thirds back in the Church, jumped to 

his feet and said : "Mrs. , I would like to call 

you that something else now ! I don't know how 
many more here feel as I do about it?"(Mr.W. H. 

T looked in all directions ; no one else arose, 

and he sat down). Mrs. made no comment, 

but spoke of having to put in the knife deeply 
at times to cut out the sore that would cause 
blood poisoning. These words were understood 
to be explanatory of some of the persecutions for 

so called disloyalty to Mrs. 's leadership. 

The disloyal one (sore), unless surgically dealt 
with, would, by example, cause a spread of dis- 
loyalty (blood poisoning). Truly, the reference 
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to the knife is as free as the literal use of it 
by many a despot. 

Keeping in mind the words of Mr. 

W. H. T , spoken at the students' 

meeting, as already related, note his being 
placed on the Board of Trustees at the 
annual meeting in January, 1904, in place 

of Mr. (whose persecution is the subject of 

the reprint from the New York Times, which 
appears further on in this work), and let us ask 

the question, if it was the same Mr. T who 

superintended the moving of the said Mrs. 's 

household effects from her apartment, on W. 
88th Street, on October 6, 1904? 

It would indeed be interesting to know the 
real motive or motives, in moving from the said 
apartment at this time, and directing all mail to 
be sent to the Church. Were certain statements 

and explanations made by Mrs. and those 

near to her? By bringing together certain facts 
one may arrive at reasonable conclusions. Did 

Mrs. for two weeks prior to moving tell the 

people of the Church that it was too expensive 
for her to keep the apartment, and that she was 
going to live among her students and surround 
herself with her students for protection, the same 
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as "dear mother" surrounds herself with her stu- 
dents ? If so, was this statement, clever or other- 
wise, made for the purpose of diverting the at- 
tention from herself as the one possibly referred 
to in the following extract from an article pub- 
lished in the New York Herald, September 20, 
1904? And if so, was this statement made for 
the purpose of diverting attention from herself, 
on the principle of "the thief calling, 'Stop 
Thief?'" 

MRS. EDDY WARNS "MENTAL MAFIA" 

Those who are giving thought as to who may be the 
successor of Mrs. Mary Baker G. Eddy, the venerable 
head of the Church of Christ Scientist, are brought up 
with a sharp turn in the current number of the official 
organ. ... In the minds of some who are said to 
have more of a leaning toward the worldly side of life 
than to the spiritual, the question of who is to be first, 
has become such a burning one that their thought waves 
have been detected at the signal towers at Concord, N. H. 

Hostile absent treatment, ihe effect of which could 
not help but be prejudicial to the finely organized, is 
said to be exercised constantly, and it is alleged Uiat 
disappearing thought batteries, capable of firing heavy 
projectiles of animal magnetism, have been emplaced in 
the neighborhood of New York. Expert range finders 
have been employed and the bombardments are said to 
be of almost daily occurrence. No blue prints and plans 
are obtainable, and if they were they would be instantly 
confiscated. Notice has been served, however, that this 
form of warfare, characterized as "Magnetic murder/* 
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"mental assassination/* and the work of "psychological 
guerillas/' must not be employed. Scouts sent along 
the frontier last night returned with the information 
that no order of "cease firing" had been given, and 
mental ambuscades were established. 

Mrs. Eddy will not, however, be taken unawares, 
for she has gathered about her at Concord, it was said 
yesterday, at least ten persons who are praying in her 
defense. Several of them are veterans in her service. 
Mrs. Eddy recently sent word to a prominent leader in 
this city that no hostile thought bombs must be sent in 
her direction. . . . 

--From the New York Herald, Sept 20, 1904. 

Was the apartment given up for another or 
additional reason, and that, that she might appear 
to be without a home ? Was she not receiving a 
large income at that time from her practice and 
invested capital, plus $5,000.00 salary, annually, 
from the Church, with added gifts? 

Was the obtaining of a handsome house, from 
the people of the Church, in her mind at the 
time? And was its location, next to the Church, 
a part of any scheme or purpose, finding an ex- 
pression in the words spoken at the students' 
meeting, December, 1903: "But by-and-bye you 
may call me something else?" 

Would anyone dare to oppose any measure or 
proposition, presented by a Trustee at a Board 
meeting, or by a member of the congregation at 
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a Church meeting (whether under previous in- 
structions of Mrs. or not) ? favoring or 

advantageous to Mrs. (Mrs. is also a 

member of the Board of Trustees). Do not the 
Trustees know the fate of various former fellow 
members of the Board ? Do not the members of 
the congregation know the fate of many of their 
former associates? Have we in mind a Trustee 
who would, for reasons, present propositions as 
above? Does the Qiurch constitute a money- 
making plant? Who own^s the plant? Who 
paid for it? Who owns the people? Do some 
members suffer the fate of a lemon — ^squeezcd dry 
and thrown away? 

Who will defend the principles and practice of 
Christian Science (so called) ? We will find 
such defenders among those who are making a 
living out of Christian (so called) Science prac- 
tice and methods, and those who are hopelessly 
enthralled. 

In examining the act or acts of a personality, 
we have to establish a motive ; and we find that 
the one guilty of a wrong motive, always denies 
her or his guilt ; therefore this deceptive teaching 
affords a most fertile field for the masking of 
wrong motives. 
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MOTIVE. 

In the instance of the First Church, New York 
City, let us start out with personal ambition for 
material power and wealth as the motive, and see 
whether upon the examination of the evidence 
we find that the "personality" dominating the 
said Church has been protected, supported, and 
enabled to maintain the position of domination, 
by and through the said subtle, deceptive, h)rp- 
notic teaching of Christian Science (so called). 

The aforesaid Church building is expensive 
and handsome, the music is good, the dressing of 
the congregation is markedly extravagant, includ- 
ing a great display of jewels. How has all this 
been brought about? Are all the people in this 
Church who are wearing handsome, extravagant 
clothing and jewels, wealthy ? Not by any means. 
Honest debts have gone unpaid that the require- 
ments of the Church might be met; and hand- 
some dressing is one of the requirements. You 
ask: Why is it a requirement? How enforced? 
And what is the real object? You must now be 
fully conscious (if not under the hypnotic spell) 
of the deceptiveness and subtleness of the teach- 
ing. Shall we or shall we not, now, perceive a 
most subtle and cunning handling of the people 
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to obtain this handsome, showy dressing? We 
shall see. First, let us determine a motive, and 
then note the method. What motive could there 
be? We have started out with a suppositional 
motive — ^that of personal ambition for material 
power and wealth. Would handsome dressing 
and display of jewels be in any way contributory 
to "Dominating Personality's" material power 
and wealth? This personal (material) adorn- 
ment would most certainly g^ve the impression of 
a wealthy congregation, and would consequently 
attract the wealthy, who are largely influenced 
by appearances. 

A shrewd hunter when gunning for ducks 
always puts out his decoys. And all who go gfun- 
ning for people of material wealth are usually 
shrewd enough to follow the example of the 
hunter. Now let us consider the clever method, 
if we may call it clever ; the reader will determine 
whether it is better or worse than clever. 

The people individually have had it impressed 
upon them that it is scientific to dress hand- 
somely; that handsome dressing is an evidence 
that the individual is making his or her "demon- 
stration" in Christian Science; that a failure to 
dress handsomely is evidence of the reverse ; also, 
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the ushers have had instructions to seat those 
handsomely dressed in the centre aisles, and those 
not so handsomely dressed in the side aisles, thus 
placing a premium on handsome dressing. Those 
having moderate means, who might have some 
of their former honest thought still lurking in 
their nrinds, and, consequently, desiring to pay 
all of their debts, would have to be honest at the 
cost of feeling that they were being judged dis- 
paragingly, relative to their "demonstration" in 
Christian Science, their dress not being as ex- 
travagant as their less scrupulous fellow-members 
in moderate circumstances, or that of those of 
larger means. My dear reader, think this con- 
dition over carefully; do you see the motive in 
the subtle teaching and clever method, and also 
the creation of a strong incentive to dress beyond 
one's means, with all that that means? People 
in free possession of their minds and individuali- 
ties and of ordinary intelligence would quickly 
see the motive back of this absurdly and 
wickedly false standard of spirituality, but evi- 
dently correct standard of Christian Sci- 
ence (so-called). However, people in the 
thraldom of this hypnotic teaching of denial and 
subtle deception can be made to believe any-

thing, by the personality dominating them. I 
say, evidently correct standard of Christian 
Science. If the entire conduct and methods em- 
ployed in this Church have not expressed the 
correct standard of Christian Science, then Mrs. 
Eddy and the Mother Church would have made 
it known to the people in no unmistakable terms, 
and have saved the people from a cruel decep- 
tion and delusion, with the concomitant resulting 
evil If, however, Mrs. Eddy and the Mother 
Church should claim that the conditions in the 
aforesaid First Church, New York City, are not 
the true expression of Christian Science, then 
Mrs. Eddy and the Mother Church stand charged 
with wilfully and knowingly abetting a crime 
against the people of the congregation and the 
people at large, if in no other way, by keeping 
silent and thereby lending the support of seem- 
ing endorsement, for silence can only be inter- 
preted as acquiescence. But, as before stated, 
and shown, the fundamental principle of the 
teaching of Christian Science is denial, and 
consequently deceptive and dishonest in practice ; 
therefore may we not expect to find this quality 
of mind everywhere in the organization? 
People attracted by the showy dress, handsome 
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Church, good music and outward appearance of 
harmony and good fellowship, which is as 
seductive as the poetically pictured *'parlor" of 
the spinner of webs and the consequences of 
successful allurement as disastrous to the indi- 
viduality of the one becoming a member of the 
aforesaid Church and of the Student's Associa- 
tion, and becoming members of the said Church 
or students, or both, find, on having their eyes 
opened to the true conditions existing under the 
delusive cloak and mask, that they are unable 
to withdraw without suflFering persecution. The 
majority of people, unfortunately, and to their 
discredit, will, uppn finding themselves so 
hedged about, yield to the suggestion of policy 
and continue to be at one with the conditions 
into which they have been lured and trapped, and 
lend themselves to any persecution of others or 
to any practice, or to any requirement of "Domi- 
nating Personality" without question; for to 
question would be to falter, and they will have 
had adequate examples of what happens to those 
who falter; even a look or a thought seems to 
find its way promptly to the "Dominating Per- 
sonality" through the many "agents" (a polite 
term, which in no way expresses the repulsiveuess 
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of the servile employment), who, for reasons best 
known to themselves, are either obedient as 
cowards, hypnotized individuals, or sycophants 
working for the favors given in return for such 
service, in the way of patients, etc. 

The people are kept at a "double-quick." No 
time to think ; no time to shake off the hypnotic 
influence. One hears such expressions, usually, 
at a private meeting of the Church made by some- 
one (evidently instructed previously or desiring 
favors from the "Dominating Personality") as: 
"I am a minute-man (woman) ready to march 
promptly at command of our leader" ("Domi- 
nating Personality"). Who dares lag in obedi- 
ence to the said "Personality"? To allow 
SLTiything of that kind would be dangerous to 
the despotic government, which is maintained 
only by force. Consequently, the slightest 
evidence of failure in obedience is met with 
prompt persecution, not only as a punishment, 
but also as an example. 

If members leave the Church their friends, 
who are members of the Church, have to give 
them up, and various methods are employed of 
casting reproach upon the retiring members, of 
persecuting them and endeavoring to injure 
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them by misrepresentation and underhanded 
methods, that will either bring them back in 
submission or crush them if possible; and every 
member of the Church stands equally guilty of 
these wrongs — ^yea, crimes — either in active par- 
ticipation in or acquiescence to by virtue of their 
membership, their silence giving consent and 
approval. 

Three members of the Board of Trustees and 
their wives have been subjected to this unchristian 
and despotic persecution in the last two years. 
The following extract from an article in the 
New York Times, about February i, 1904, gives 
some idea of the experience of one of them: 

MCCRACKEN ELEVATED BY MOTHER EDDY. 



ACTION SAID TO BE A REBUKE TO THE METHODS OF 
MRS. STETSON. 

W. D. McCracken learned yesterday that he had been 
elevated to the office of lecturer and member of the 
Board of Lectureship of the Christian Science Church. 
The elevation is made by Mother Mary Baker G. Eddy, 
and it places Mr. McCracken very high in the circles of 
the Church. Members of the First Church of Christ 
Scientist, in this city, said yesterday that the elevation 
came as a rebuke to the action of Mrs. Stetson against 
Mr. McCracken. . . . 

Alexander Simpson has made the statement that Mrs. 
Stetson has gone so far as to employ detectives to 
follow Mr. McCracken to learn something against him 
by which she could have him crushed. There were 
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certain methods constantly used there behind the scenes 
to put Mr. McCracken out of the way, and it is in view 
of them and of the great services which he has done for 
the Church at large that Mrs. Eddy has elevated him to 
his new office. . .. . 

If Mrs. (who, as we have learned, is the 

"Dominating Personality" of the First Church, 
New York City) is working in harmony with 
Mrs. Eddy, would the treatment of the said 
ex-Trustee (referred to in the above article) by 

the two (Mrs. Eddy and Mrs. ) be so 

diametrically opposite? If not, as the facts most 
certainly indicate, then what becomes of Mrs. 

*s ("Dominating Personality's") constant 

and emphasized professions of loyalty to Mrs. 
Eddy? po we find here the carrying out of 
the principle of life of the Christian (so called) 
Scientists, the contradiction between the speech 
and the act? 

There is ample evidence to show that the 
"Dominating Personality" and members of the 
said First Church, New York City, assumed a 
position which most certainly seemed to be for 
the purpose of "crushing" the said ex-Trustee. 
Let us see, keeping in mind the suppositional 
motive tmderlying and back of all this evil, 
audaciously dressed in the very livery of Heaven, 
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In 1901 the said ex-Trustee was placed upon 
the Board of Trustees of the said Church by 
the "Dominating Personality" for a term of 
three years. The said "Personality" also 
appointed the aforesaid ex-Trustee chairman of 
the Publication Committee at large for the State 
of New York. This privilege the First Church 
enjoys every third year; the Second Church, 
New York City, and the BuflFalo Church, being 
the next largest, have the same privilege the 
intervening years, the term of office being for 
one year. Shortly after the said ex-Trustee 
became a Trustee Mrs. Eddy sent for him, and 
asked him to go through the Metaphysical 
College, which he did; Mrs. Eddy then directed 
him to teach, which he did, obtaining his pupils, 
very properly, from his, the said First Church, 
New York City. If the "Dominating Person- 
ality" should allow the above said ex-Trustee to 
exercise his prerogative the aforesaid ex-Trus- 
tee would soon have quite a following in the 
aforesaid Church, and if the "Dominating 
Personality's" motive is personal ambition for 
material power and wealth, and as such a 
following of the aforesaid ex-Trustee would 
soon interfere somewhat with "Personality's" 
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hold on the people as a whole, therefore, on this 
hypothesis, it would be necessary for the "Domi- 
nating Personality" to get rid of the aforesaid 
ex-Trustee by any method, including the influ- 
encing of the people against him to destroy any 
influence he might have. 

The people of the congregation at the private 
meetings were required to rise when the 
"Dominating Personality*' mounted the platform, 
and remain standing until the said "Personality" 
was seated. But the aforesaid ex-Trustee prob- 
ably could not understand, if there was no matter 
body, why he should rise to do honor to Person- 
ality. However, he kept his seat, which was 
as bold an example of disloyalty as was that 
of the three Hebrew young men, who failed to 
prostrate themselves before the golden image. 
The persecution was not only directed against 
the aforesaid ex-Trustee, but also against his 
wife and against his students. The "agents," 
addressing the said students in a disparaging 
tone of voice, would say: "I understand you 

have been taught by Mr. ?" "Yes." "Were 

you satis-f-i-e-d ?" "Yes." "How could you be? 

There is only one teacher, and that is Mrs. " 

(naming the "Dominating Personality"). The 
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reader will note the method of clothing this 
particular teacher with a reputation of superi- 
ority. And the "agents" perpetrated their evil 
work behind their backs, and the aforesaid ex- 
Trustee and his wife and his students were 
driven from the Church, with a wicked thought 
of misrepresentation directed against them. 

Mr. L was a Trustee for many years, and 

his wife taught the older children in the Sabbath 
school, and had rendered long and gratuitous 
services in the choir; but these people became a 
mark for the blighting breath of persecution 
exhaled by those obedient to the "Dominating 
Personality," while the persecutors professed 
harmony and love. 

About March, 1903, at a special meeting of 
the congregation, held at the Church in the 
afternoon (a special meeting had been called 
each week for some weeks at that time), Mr. 

L , the second said Trustee, arose, and, 

addressing the people, said : "I question the right 
of Mrs. (naming the "Dominating Person- 
ality," who stood on the platform) to apply 
the epithet "vermin" to my wife at the meeting 
last week in our absence." "Dominating Per- 
sonality" was taken aback by the fearlessn^s of 
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Mr. L , and, in a confused manner, said: 

"I did not apply the word Vermin' to anybody." 
"You did," repUed Mr. L . The "Dominat- 
ing Personality" (still confused) said: "I was 
merely quoting Webster's definition of traitor." 
Reader, what think you? Are we able to know 
the true motive from the lips of one trained in 
a philosophy of denial? Continuing, the "Domi- 
nating Personality" said : "And I had a perfect 

right to speak of Mrs. L (not the wife of 

the Trustee, and not the same name, though 
the same initial) as I did; she had no right 
to start a church outside of the auspices of this 

(First) Church." Mrs. Sch (a practitioner 

and a member of the said First Church), arose 
and said, quietly: "Mrs. ("Dominating Per- 
sonality"), has it hurt you any?" And sat down. 
Two people arising, to question her acts, was 
so new and sudden that the "Dominating Per- 
sonality" was thrown oflf her guard, and, for 
the moment, she lost control of herself and of 
the people, and staggered and took hold of the 
desk; but, quickly recovering her self-control, 
said: "Don't sacrifice me now, just as we are 
going into the new Church." This had the 
appearance of the old seeming trick of pathos 
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to get the sympathy of the people directed to 
her (which sympathy, a hypnotist would say, 
was a good attitude of mind toward the operator, 
by which he or she could obtain or regain control 
of a person or persons by a sudden change of 
manner — from pathos to positive assertion of 
domination). Then she quickly changed to the 
attitude of domination; stamping her foot and 
striking her hand on the desk, she said, with loud 
emphasis : "But I am armed for the fight ! Who 
was it who told what took place at the meeting 
last week? I know who the person is, and I will 
settle with that one !" With great emphasis and 
qtiickness of speech she said : "All who stand by 
me, rise I" None dared keep their seats — ^lest they 
might be of a small minority to do so, except 
they were ready to suflFer the penalty of persecu- 
tion—except one lady, a Miss Agnes B , a 

practitioner, who remained seated, and when the 
others resumed their seats she arose, left the 
building and never returned. 

Mrs. Sch , for her mild and proper, though 

inadequate rebuke, was persecuted by the usual 
unchristian methods. Is it not a wicked libel 
on Christ for such a people to apply His name 
to themselves? (Matt. 24: 24.) 
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Mr. D , a lawyer, was a Trustee of the 

said Church for many years, also the clerk (with- 
out remuneration), and his wife rendered long 
and gratuitous service in the choir, yet they 
too became victims of this unchristian persecu- 
tion. One of the methods employed will appear 
in the following verbatim conversation: Mrs. 
F. M received word that "Teacher" ("Domi- 
nating Personality") desired to see her. Mrs. 

F. M dutifully reported to "Teacher," and 

said : "Teacher, do you wish to see me?" Teacher : 

"Yes; you were seen talking with Mrs. D 

(wife of the Trustee). Mrs. F. M : 'Yes, 

Teacher, I was talking with Mrs. D . What 

of it?" Teacher: "You must have nothing to 
do with her, and nothing to say to her; she is 

a disloyal student." Mrs. F. M : "Why, 

Teacher, you surprise me; I have never heard 

Mrs. D say anjrthing against you. Mr. and 

Mrs. D are old and dear friends of my hus- 
band and myself. What would my husband say, 
who is not a Christian Scientist, should he hear of 
this? Teacher, may I ask who it was who told 

you that I was seen talking with Mrs. D ?" 

Teacher: "A loyal student told me." (Reader, 
do you recognize the work of on^ of the? 
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"agents?") Mrs. F. M : "Teacher, do you 

think it very nice for people to watch nfe and 
then report to you what I do?" Teacher: "Yes; 
I must know everj^hing that goes on in the 
Church." (Reader, do you recognize the admis* 
sion of the existence of the organized "agents?") 

Mrs. F. M : "Teacher, I see no reason why 

I should turn my back on these dear Christian 
people ; but that doesn't mean that I am disloyal 
to you." Teacher (abruptly and turning away) : 
"Do as you think best." The following Sunday, 

when Mrs. F. M attended Church, her 

friends and acquaintances passed her by; think- 
ing that they did not see her, she spoke to several, 
who nodded coldly and passed on. Mrs. F. 

M asked a friend what it all could mean, 

sa3ring that she had always acted the part of a 
Christian to everyone. The friend replied: 
" Don't you suppose that the same method is be- 
ing employed toward you as that employed to- 
ward Mrs. D ?" Mrs. F. M : "Why, I 

am not disloyal." Friend : "Are you not? Didn't 

you refuse to turn your back on Mrs. D ?" 

Mrs. F. M : "Why, yes, I see it all." Reader, 

is there any epithet -too strong to apply to the 
personified evil responsible for such ^n undep 
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handed, unchristian, abusive treatment of human 
beings? And each member of the organization 
stands equally guilty before God and man, for 
giving their support to it by remaining a mem- 
ber, without crying out and rising up against it. 

What had Mrs. L and Mrs. D been 

guilty of? The heinous crime of keeping an 
engagement with a friend, instead of attending 
an afternoon meeting of the congregation in the 
Church. These afternoon meetings had been 
held each week, for four or five weeks, but no 
one knew on what day the meeting would be held, 
if held, until announced from the platform on 
Sunday or Wednesday evening, never giving 
more than one or two days' notice of each meet- 
ing. What was the object of these meetings? 
The "Dominating Personality" always spoke 
from the platform at these meetings (unless ab- 
sent for reasons said to be beyond, her control) 
for the purpose, as she said, to keep her people 
up to time; this, of course, gave her added con- 
trol of them. These special meetings held at 
that time, have an interesting significance to the 
close observer and thinker, in that the "Domi- 
nating Personality" had but a short time before 
(parried out the letter of the request of Mrs. 
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Eddy, relative to the retirement of the readers 
(but not the spirit; and do we again perceive the 
fruitage of the subtle, deceptive teaching?), hav- 
ing retired as First Reader to make way for her 
own chosen successor, with whom, the evidence 
would tend to show, she had a pre-election agree- 
ment, for the new reader gave from the plat- 
form that which appears to be the evidence, in 
the following words: "I am here to obey Mrs. 

" (naming the ''Dominating Personality"). 

May we here consider the method of election? 
Not chosen by the people, but presented by the 
"Dominating Personality" in the following 
words in substance : "I have written to two, who 
would make good readers; but I have only re- 
ceived a reply from one ; therefore our choice is 
narrowed down to one." Reader, having in mind 
the subtleness and deceptiveness of the teach- 
ing, coupled with the character of the state- 
ment, we are led to ask if we are justified in ac- 
cepting the statement as the truth, or otherwise? 
Is it reasonable to suppose that a person would 
not reply to such a proposition as that? And 
would any student, loyal enough to the "Domi- 
nating Personality" to receive from her such an 
expression of confidence, dare to withhold the 
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common courtesy of a reply? Would not an 
eflfort be made to ascertain why a reply had not 
been received? And would not such an one be 
subject, in accordance with the methods, to the 
penalty for such an affront, as that of ignoring 
such a communication? 

Returning to the consideration of the weekly 
special afternoon meetings, can we not see a 
"special" object in bringing the people before her 
at her command on these frequent occasions, that 
they might understand that she proposed to con- 
tinue her authority^ and control, although she had 
stepped down as reader in letter, but not in spirit, 
usurping the prerogative of the First Reader, 
in the control or pastorate of the Church? Can 
we now understand the persecutions perpetrated 
by one, if that one occupies a position of self- 
constituted authority maintained by force? This 
despotic rule would naturally make the people 
helpless in the hands of a despot, and the h)rp- 
notic, hypocritical system of denial would com- 
plete the enthrallment. 

What was the true motive in treating Mrs. 

L and Mrs. D in the manner aforesaid? 

Was their innocent, honorable act (keeping 
their engagement) made a pretext for persecu- 
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tion, which would be extended to their husbands, 
so that they would be driven from the Board 
of Trustees, to make room for others of greater 
wealth, or who could be used for the "Dominating 
Personality's" own purposes? Or was the ig- 
nominious treatment of the nature of an object 
lesson, for the purpose of keeping absolute con- 
trol of the people through fear of consequences? 
The latter being the only solution in many cases, 
with the added reason of endeavoring to bring 
the persecuted* ones to their knees, in uncon- 
ditional submission to the "Dominating Person- 
ality." If a man of affairs, not knowing the con- 
ditions existing, joins the Church, what can he 
do when he gets his eyes opened? He has noth- 
ing to do but close them again and fall into line 
and keep step. He doesn't want to subject his 
wife and children and himself to the ignominious 
treatment and misrepresentation that would fol- 
low them, behind their back, upon leaving the 
Church, and if he should make any remark reflect- 
ing upon the conditions, it would reach the ears of 
the "Dominating Personality," through the many 
avenues. He and his family will have heard the 
aspersions cast upon those who have left the 
Church. The following is a mild sample of th^ 
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^^Dominating Personality's" remarks from the 
platform (with a smile and voice of commenda- 
tion) : "Y-o-u ! are all true loyal students and 
members, every one of you! (At that very mo- 
ment the speaker may have orders out for the 
persecution of some who are listening to her, 
and of whom she may speak after the meet- 
ing as disloyal students.) fiut those poor 
weaklings who have fallen by the way, they 
couldn't measure up to our high standard ; 
let them g-o! They will find tiieir level, 
and after they have suffered (note the word) 
enough they will be glad to come back/' etc. 
What sensitive person, selfish person, or coward- 
ly person, would leave the Church under these 
conditions? The "Dominating Personality" de- 
ludes the people by declaring that "there must be 
law and order !" And is this dogmatic statement 
accepted by sane people as a sufficient rea- 
son for their unchristian persecution of those 
to whom their minds may be directed (h)rp- 
notic) ? May the heathen pity them, and esteem 
themselves more worthy in the sight of God. 
Yes, law and order must be maintained to maim 
tain any government, no matter how corrupt, 
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or how unchristian it may be ; unchristian, though 
it may be seemingly harmonious on the surface — 
the harmony of error — ^professing one thing, 
being in fact another. 

In a democratic government, men and women 
accused of violating "law and order" are vouch- 
safed the right of making a defense in the pres- 
ence of the people, but in a despotic government, 
with a self-constituted despot retaining power 
by force, no right or privilege is accorded to the 
one charged with infraction ; but the man or the 
woman falling a prey to the displeasure or 
animus of the despot is secretly assassinated by 
mental poison, which must precede the use of 
the knife, and it is just as much the work of the 
assassin at heart if the secret word is used in- 
stead of the knife, even though it be done amid 
professions of love (the hypocrisy of the teach- 
ing). Publicity gives opportunity for defense; 
but the method of the secret worker of injury 
does not. But fear not, persecuted ones, God is 
mightier than evil, whether it be animal-magnet- 
ism or demonism ; dwell thou in the secret place 
of the Most High, and it cannot harm thee. But 
be thpu fearless and ^o forth like David to meet 
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the Goliath of subtle wrong, clothed in the pur- 
loined garb of Heaven.* 

To return to the experience of Mrs. F. M . 

She declared to the friend that she was going to 
act the part of the Christian, no matter what 

"Teacher" did; but Mrs. F. M was soon 

sj(Opped in the centre aisle of the Church, after 
service, and accused of talking to another "dis- 
loyal" student ; and in the presence of a number 
of members, and in a loud voice, "Dominating 
Personality" gave Mrs. F. M — ^ the choice of 
obedience to her, or the alternative, and Mrs. F. 

M pledged herself to obedience; stating, 

afterwards to a friend, that she was compelled to 
promise obedience, as she was not able to stand 
out against the consequences of refusal; "but," 

said Mrs. F. M , "in the spring my husband 

and I expect to go to Europe, for two years, and 
then I will be out of it all." 

Reader, would you think it possible that this 

* "Blessed are yc when men shall hate you and when 
they shall separate you from their company, and shall 
reproach you, and cast out your name as evil, for the 
Son of Man's sake. Rejoice ye in that day, and leap for 
joy: for, behold, your reward is great in Heaven: for 
in the like maner did their fathers unto the prophets." 
(Luke 6: 22,23.) 
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condition of things cotild exist in New York 
City? Slavery? Bondage? No wonder an ex- 
pensive Church building is erected ! No wonder 
that someone is growing rich, just having pur- 
chased, as the author is informed,* a $S,ooo 
set of furs ! A fine evidence of "demonstration 
in Christian Science," if this be true. "A type of 
spiritual attainment." What clever cunning? 
What unfortunate dupes? In the sadness of the 
condition I will leave the reader to determine. 

Am I dealing too harshly witii an iniquity that 
is menacing the seemingly easily beguiled, easily 
mesmerized, portion of the world? Talk about 
Red Dragons and hydra-headed evils, putting 
out their tentacles in all directions ! What have 
we here? 

Miss F , a lady attending the said Church, 

and having a class. in the Sabbath School, re- 
marked to a gentleman, a short time ago, that 

Mrs. (the "Dominating Personality") was 

all right, and spoke disparagingly of Mr. 

(the Trustee persecuted by Mrs. and ele- 
vated to the Board of Lectureship by Mrs. Eddy) 
whom she did not know except by the reputation 
given him at the Church. The gentleman re- 
minded Miss F that Mrs. Eddy had placed 
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him on the Board of Lectureship of the Mother 
Church, which was certainly a rebuke to the 

First Church, N. Y. City. Miss F said: 

"Oh ! I know all about that ; Mrs. Eddy wants to 
have him where she can watch him. She ele- 
vates doubtful people to prominent positions, so 
that she can keep her eye on them." The gentle- 
man asked Miss F who her authority was for 

that statement. Miss F said: "Mrs. 

(naming the "Dominating Personality*'). Gen- 
tleman: "Do you believe it?" Miss F : "Df 

course I do ; it's true." Gentleman : "Have others 
been told it?" Miss F : "Yes." The gentle- 
man, realizing that there was nothing to be 
gained by declaring the falsity of the statement, 

said : "Miss F- , you have a work to do ; go to 

the people, tell them that you believe this state- 
ment, that you have been thinking it over, and 
that you have come to the conclusion that the 
way to become prominent is to become doubt- 
ful, and that such are the avenues through whicK 

this teaching flows." Miss F *s eyes opened 

wide, as she exclaimed: "Of course, Mrs. Eddy 
wouldn't do that! Why didn't I see it before? 
I know why ; I was hypnotized into believing the 
statement. Mrs. ("Dominating Personal- 
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ity") is an awful woman!" Miss F left the 

Church. 

Another lady attending the said Church was 
told, among other things calculated to elevate 
the ''Dominating Personality" to an exalted 
height in her eyes, that the fact that people who 

left Mrs. (the "Dominating Personality") 

either passed on or had trouble, was evidence 

that Mrs. was right in all she did, naming 

several who had left the Church as evidence. 
The gentleman to whom the lady repeated the 
above, knowing that it would be useless to refute 
this statement, made for the evident purpose of 
clothing the "Dominating Personality" with a 
supernatural influence, infallibility, and power 
in the eyes of the people, quietly and soberly re- 
marked: "Then it follows that the authorities 
of the Church, two thousand years ago, were 
right, and Jesus was wrong." The lady's eyes 
were opened; and she declared that she would 
liever enter the Church again. 

What can we say of those who are still en- 
thralled and slavishly bound to a personality, and 
made to believe, hypnotically, that the safd "Per- 
sonality" is clothed with that which the evidence 
seems to indicate is not possessed? 
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The crow that held the cheese in its beak be- 
lieved that the fox was an embodiment of truth, 
when the cunning beast, with every evidence of 
sincerity, told the crow what a lovely voice it 
(the crow) possessed, and begged it to sing — 
the fox has the cheese, the crow's eyes are 
opened, but its stomach is empty. 

Many people, like the crow, have been de- 
luded (or h)rpnotized) into giving up what little 
they had. Did it feed the poor? The author 
has personal knowledge that they have refused 
to give anything for work among the poor, de- 
claring that they "let error (poverty) destroy it- 
self." Where did it go to? The eye of the be- 
holder can easily locate it. The author will not 
attempt here to describe the many schemes, rep- 
resented by stock, that have materialized in the 
said Church — having the sanction, if not more 
than sanction, of the one who "knows all that 
goes on in the Church" — ^which have relieved 
numbers of their money. As of old we find a 
Church a "market place." 

The author has had a personal acquaintance 
with a gentleman, for more than fourteen years, 
who for the past six years has been an ardent 
member of the said Church ; having given a great 
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many thousands of dollars to it, and also lost 
money in its "market place." But recently his 
eyes have been opened. It took him a long time 
to come out of the hypnotic influence ; but he is 
out, and has retired from the Church, leaving a 
large part of his material wealth behind him. 
He is but one of very many victims. 

The persecutions of Mr. C. N are too 

well known by many people, and his young wife 
became the object of persecution and misrepre- 
sentation, because she married a man who was 
the victim of the "Dominating Personality's" per- 
secution. And all this is called Christian. 

It is painful to contemplate the host of per- 
secutions that lie at the door of the members of 
this Church and stain the hands, especially of the 
instigator of them. Some day, like Lady Macbeth, 
they will come to an awful awakening, when the 
flesh, as in sleep, is uncontrolled by volition. 

Men and women, will you hold your peace and 
witness mankind helplessly drawn into the quick- 
sand of deceptive, subtle, enthrallment? If you 
do, then you have no conception of the true con- 
ditions; or you are under the hypnotic spell of 
this false teaching, and quietly and complacent- 
ly and obediently, to the said teaching, deliber- 
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ately occupy the position which finds expression 
in the words: *'Am I my brother's keeper?" 
(Cain.) Let us examine carefully the following 
evidence; for that which it reveals beneath the 
surface is of the greatest and gravest importance. 
On the morning of Thanksgiving Day, 1903, 
at a service held in the aforesaid Church, Mrs. 
M , a vocal teacher, arose during that por- 
tion of the service devoted to testimonies, and 
gave a very excellent testimony; declaring that 
"we should be obedient to principle (meaning 
God) only." After the meeting, a gentleman 
who had sufficient intelligence to discern the true 
conditions in the Church, said to a confidant: 

"Mrs. M required a great deal of courage to 

give that testimony in this Church, in that she 
declared for obedience to God only, instead of 
obedience to the "Dominating Personality." The 
gentleman wondered what would happen to Mrs. 
M through the dark avenues of secret in- 
jury (the doers of deeds that are evil seek dark 
methods, they dare not risk detection) ; we will 
see. On Wednesday evening, January 6th or 

13th, 1904, Mrs. M gave another testimony 

in which she said : "I am passing through a great 
trial, but I know that the waters will not o'erflow

me." (It was learned that the trial was financial 
embarrassment; loss of pupils.) Would this tes- 
timony give a perpetrator of secret injury an 

opportunity of smilingly saying to Mrs. M : 

"My dear, if you are passing through' trials, there 
must be a cause for it; are you in line?" If sucli 
a question was asked, it would be very natural for 
the suflFerer to inquire what it was to be in line, 
and such a question most certainly would give 
the interviewer the opportunity of imparting the 

information to Mrs. M . In view of what is 

to follow, the reader will bear in mind the fact 

that Mrs. M 's teacher in Christian Science 

was and is located near Boston, and that all teach- 
ers of Christian Science are forbidden advising or 
instructing any student not their own. Also bear 
in mind that the first testimony given by Mrs. 

M was not only an evidence of individual 

obligation and loyalty to God, but it would stim- 
ulate a like sentiment in others in the Church, 
which would naturally be disastrous to any 

"Dominating Personality." Mrs. M gave 

another testimony in the Church on Wednesday 
evening, January 27th, 1904, which last and third 
testimony will give us an idea of what had oc- 
curred between this and the testimony given on 
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the 6th or 13th of the same month ; the testimony 
given on the 27th is as follows: "I now know 
what it is to be obedient to Principle; I have 
at last learned what it is to be obedient to 
Principle as manifested through our teachers, 
coming through Mrs. Eddy. A child must obey its 
parents and its teachers ; a diplomat must obey his 
government ; so must we obey our teachers/' etc 
A gentleman seated in the gallery, upon hear- 
ing the above words of Mrs. M , realized that 

she was being made an instrument of, under pres- 
sure, to still further enthrall the minds of the peo- 
ple. And he was inspired to reply with force and 
emphasis, in the following words: "If children 
should obey their parents under all circumstances, 
then, why the Society for the Prevention of Cru- 
elty to Children? If governments should always 
be obeyed, then why the overthrow of monarchies 
and the establishment of democratic govern- 
ments? It is not to obey teacher or government, 
but a Principle that is higher than any individual 
or human organization, revealed through Jesus! 
If our eves are not opened, because we dare not 
open them, then we are blind indeed ! Oh ! may 
we be obedient to Principle (God) only, as re- 
vealed through the Christ, and through no other 
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channel." After the service two people took 
the gentleman by the hand and congratulated 
him; the rest gave evidence that they dared not 
know him. 
On Saturday evening, January 30th, 1904, the 

said gentleman called upon Mrs. M , at her 

studio in the "Chelsea," and evidently being mis- 
taken for another gentleman of the same name, 
gained entrance to her presence. There was 
present a Mr. McC . The gentleman, address- 
ing Mrs. M , said : "Mrs. M , I am deep- 
ly interested to know, if it is your pleasure, the 
line of thought or influence which has brought 
you to the conclusions which you voiced on 

Wednesday evening." Mrs. M gave her 

caller to understand that he and she could never 
come to an understanding on that matter ; that his 
attitude was displeasing to her. The gentleman, 
undaunted, mildly continued: "But I am deeply 
interested to know, if it is your pleasure, the line 
of thought or the influence which has brought you 
to the conclusions you expressed on Wednesday 

evening." Mrs. M : "Of course I look to 

God first." Gentleman : "But, Mrs. M , you 

didn't say that ; you said, *I now know what it is 
to be obedient to Principle ; I have at last learned 
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that it is to be obedient to Principle as mani- 
fested through our teachers.'" (If a certain 

personality should know that Mrs. M had 

said that she looked to God first, what would 

have happened?) Mrs. M : "Well, it's this 

way; I believe that in an organization like ours 
there should be a head, with lieutenants to be 

obeyed, and I acknowledge Mrs. (the 

'TDominating Personality") as the leader of our 
Church, to be obeyed implicitly." Reader, note 
carefully that the gentleman had not said an)rthing 
about the "Dominating Personality !" What did 
the "Dominating Personality" have to do with 

Mrs. M 's testimony? Mrs. M must 

have known ! Reader, Mrs. M 's unguarded 

explanation of Jher testimony lets us look behind 
the scenes, and what do we see? The individual 
who works under cover? Mrs. M unwit- 
tingly drew aside the curtains and allowed the 
light to bring to view — shall we say — ^this evi- 
dent lover of dark methods? 

The gentleman, although recognizing the fact 

that Mrs. M had substituted Mrs. (the 

"Dominating Personality") for her teacher, 
thereby making her testimony, in the opinion of 
the author, a dishonest one (but the reader must 
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be aware by this time that honesty is no more of 
a virtue than dishonesty in this Church), never- 
theless the gentleman determined to make a log- 
ical application of her testimony in that it im- 
plied that everything the "Dominating Personal- 
ity" did was a manifestation of Principle (God) ; 
therefore the gentleman asked: "Then do you 
hold Principle responsible for the two years' in- 
volvement of the Church in the 'New Jerusalem' 

scheme?" Mrs. M would not consider this 

potent and very proper question. The gentle- 
man then said : "Mrs. M , you remember the 

statement made by the 'Dominating Personality' 
at the Annual Meeting this month, which state- 
ment was a denial of her own acts and a denial 
of knowledge, when you and a large number of 
those present knew that the statement was directly 
contrary to the facts? Therefore, comparing the 
said statement with the facts, what conclusion do 
we arrive at? And do you hold Principle re- 
sponsible for that?" Again Mrs. M would 

not consider the question (occup3ring safe 
ground). The gentleman then said: "Members 
of the Church are told to turn their backs on some 
of their fellow members, including some of the 
most worthy women; do you hold Principle re- 
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sponsible for that?" Mrs. M : "I don't know 

what they may have done." Gentleman: "Sup- 
pose they had done something, wouldn't that be 
all the more reason why you should show them 
love instead of the reverse? That's the anti- 
Christ." Mrs. M : "The fact that Mrs. 

(the 'Dominating Personality') built that Church 
shows that she is all right." Gentleman : "Some 
of the handsomest buildings in the world have 
been built by and through personal ambition ; and 
moneys have gone into the Church from hands 
soiled with debt to brother man; therefore how 
can you call the building an expression of truth?" 

Mrs. M : "See the people she draws about 

her; that shows she is all right." Gentleman: 
"Napoleon drew many more people about him, 
and he had no regard for the truth whatever, and 
he would take their heads off as quick as look at 

them." Here the interview ended, Mrs. M 

continuing an obedient member of the Church. 
The above is a verbatim report. 
An important question now presents itself to 

our mind. Did Mrs. M give the testimony 

just considered, because she was hypnotized into 
believing that it was right, or was she compelled 
to do so to save herself from financial ruin by

obtaining the removal of any secret ban that may 
have been placed upon her, interfering with her 
material success? Reader, in either case, a con- 
dition making such a situation possible, is ap- 
palling! And yet it exists. Can you account for 
it on any other ground than that of hypnotism or 
systematic and unchristian persecution? Can 
you conceive of anything more dishonest than 
one smiling upon you while the said one has 
"agents" under instruction to injure you behind 
your back? Does the evidence indicate that such 
a method of injury exists in the aforesaid 
Church? If so, what becomes of the declaration 
at the meetings that "there is nothing but 
Love?" Do you again see h3rpocrisy, subtle de- 
ception, as a legitimate fruitage of the foimdation 
principle and practice of the teachings — den)ang 
in speech what they admit in act? When any of 
the members are spoken to concerning, and fa- 
voring, someone who has been driven from the 
Church by persecution, they reply in a manner 
and voice of indifference and speedy dismissal, in 
the words : "It was her own fault." Reader, we 
can meet these Christian (misnomer?) Scientists 
on their own ground, for it of necessity follows 
that the persecution of Jesus by the authorities 
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of the Church was His own fault; and it there- 
fore further follows that the authorities of the 
Church were right in persecuting Him. There- 
fore the Christian Scientists are logically looking 
to the authorities of the Church for their exam- 
ple and not to Jesus. And the contradiction ex- 
isting between the acts and the speech of these 
Scientists, proves the correctness of the deduc- 
tion. For the acts of the aforesaid authorities 
of the Church most certainly contradicted their 
profession. History repeats itself. 

Let us read carefully the following extract 
from the New York Herald, of the dates between 
the 15th and 19th of March, 1905 :

No qualification is made by the family in its dedara- 
•tion that the fanaticism induced by her intense belief in 
Christian Science is responsible for Miss Carpenter's 
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condition. They speak with bitterness of the cause that 
wrecked the girl's mind, and lay the blame at the door 
of Mrs. Laura K Morrill, a music teacher, with apart- 
ments at the Chelsea, in West 23d Street, who does not 
deny that it was through her that the young woman 
became a convert to the new faith promulgated by Mrs. 
Eddy. 

She became convinced that were she to "acquire faith" 
a career rivalling that of Patti's lay before her. Fired 
with this ambition she devoted herself to an investiga- 
tion of the "new truths" with an unabating zeal, and 
soon the original object of her research was merged 
into a belief in the doctrine that amounted to fanaticism. 
Her mother discovered that her visits to Mrs. Morrill 
were no longer for the purpose of acquiring a vocal 
education; but that the meetings had resolved them- 
selves into discussions of Science principles and the 
best means of propagating them. So completely was 
she possessed by her new belief that Mrs. Carpenter, 
alarmed as to the possible consequences, which she 
witnessed yesterday, attempted with the aid of her sons 
to win her back from adherence to the religion. But 
soon she saw that such efforts only resulted in the 
alienation of the girl's affections, with Mrs. Morrill's 
influence increasing proportionately. Then she desisted, 
and to soothe the young woman took up the study of 
the subject, so that she might the more readily enter 
into sympathy with her. She attended readings and 
meetings at the Church at the comer of 96th Street 
and Central Park West, and said last night that she 
had been impressed by some of the features that she 
had been taught But Mrs. Carpenter was unable to 
accept the faitn, and this preyed upon the girl's mind. . . 



Relatives and her physicians are closely watching Miss 
Carpenter, who is in a sanitarium at Stamford, Conn., 
suffering from acute mania as a result of Christian 
Science teaching, for on the outcome of her case rests 
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possible action against Mrs. Laura £. Morrill, her in- 
structor. ... 

Mrs. Carpenter is unrestrained in her feeling toward 
the Christian Science cult, and declares that

were used toward her while her daughter was being 

instructed 

Three years ago Miss Carpenter started to study 
music with Mrs. Morrill in the Chelsea, in West 23d 
Street Soon the young woman exhibited signs of 
becoming a convert to Christian Science, at which her 
mother took alarm. It was not long before that a cousin 
of Mrs. Carpenter, Louis Balliet, of Lockport, N. Y.,

FOR THE INSANE. With his casc in mind, Mrs. Carpenter 
started to win her daughter from her new-found faith. 
Every move on her part, however, was regarded with 
suspicion by Miss Carpenter, who had accepted the 
theory that only through faith would she succeed in 
her music. Her music teacher was a Christian Science 
instructor as weU. When, with her faith complete, the 
young woman did not succeed as she wished, she was 
made to understand that it was the unbelief of her 
family that caused her deficiency, and she then set out 
to reclaim them. 

Meanwhile, through the three years, Mrs. Carpenter 
had been conducting an investigation into Christian 
Science. 

"I wished to be with my daughter," she said yester- 
day, "and, though I am firmly grounded in the faith of 
my forefathers, I was willing to give up all that if I 
could find a single truth to start my faith in Christian 
Science. I went to the Church regularly, prayed with my 
girl, and studied constantly. 

"I heard them talk of healings. They said they had 
performed cures when all physicians had given up cases. 
When I asked the names of those physicians they cither 
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refused or gave tne the name of a physician absolutely 
beyond reach or one who was not known either to the 
local postal or medical authorities. 

"For three years, with a breaking heart, I have tried 
as only a mother who wants the lost love of a daughter 
can try, to see as she did, but I found nothing but 
untruth. Now, in my misery, with my daughter m an 
institution, not one of them has come out with a word 
of sympathy; but they say her condition is due to me. 

"as an instance of the untruth practised by the 
Christian Scientists/' she said^ "let me refer to 
Mrs. Augusta E. Stetson's denial in the Herald 
THAT SHE EVER MET MY DAUGHTER. While my daughter 
is not a member of the First Church, she has been a 
regular attendant there for three years, and Mrs. Stetson 
has met her several times. The 5ast time she met her 
was a few months ago, when my daughter handed her a 
personal letter from me and asked her if she would 
be kind enough to answer it for her sake. The letter 
contained a courteous, kindly request for the name of 
a single physician in good standing who had been in 
attend^ce upon a case of malignant cancer which had 
been abandoned by the attending physicians as absolutely 
incurable. Not only this, but the woman — to quote Mrs. 
Stetson — 'If w^e mav believe materia medica, had died' 
This woman, she claimed, in the presence of her large 
congregation, not only to have completely healed, but 
to have restored to life. 

"I could not obtain audience with Mrs. Stetson and 
wrote her an earnest, sincere letter, assuring her if I 
could obtain any proof of the truth from any disin- 
terested person I would not only withdraw all opposition 
to my ' daughter's allegiance to the faith, but would 
become an ardent disciple of Christian Science myself. 

"It is needless to say that I never received so much as 
a polite refusal frcJm Mrs. Stetson, which was, I thought, 
not in accordance with strict Christian Science courtesy." 

Mr. Verrall, secretary to Mrs. Stetson, of the First 
Church, said yesterday that while Mrs. Morrill was a 
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regular attendant there, she was not a recognized prac- 
titioner of Christian Science. 

The foregoing are the said extracts from the 
New York Herald of the dates between March 
15th and 19th, 1905. 

Reader, the fact that people lack courage and 
dread publicity accounts for the many evidences 
of the great evil embraced in Christian Science 
failing to come under the notice of the public; 
and this fact provides a cloak of protection to the 
evil workers, which is seemingly readily recog- 
nized and taken advantage of.

Extract from an article in the New York 
Herald, January 23, 1904:

Reader, note the method; no matter what the 
C. S. reader meant by the words : "Treat Mrs. 

, so that she can't charge you anything for 

the room" ; the "treatment" would be for the pur- 
pose of profiting financially by another's loss. 

Here is a "scientific" method they call Chris- 
tian as a cloak for the "method." 

The author has just learned of a young woman 
who has been relieved of sixty thousand dollars 
by coming in contact with the First Church, New 
York City.

WOMAN FOLLOWER OF MRS. EDDY TAKEN TO BELLEVUE 
PSYCHOPATHIC WARD. 



Mrs. Birdie N. Fairfield, 24 years old, of 235 West 
I nth Street, was taken to the psychopathic ward of 
Bellevue Hospital yesterday afternoon because, her 
friends said, the attack of melancholic hysteria from 
which she is suffering made her too violent at times to 
be kept at home. She was taken to Bellevue by her 
mother and her husband, who is a music salesman. 

At Bellevue Mrs. Fairfield protested violently that she 
was a Christian Scientist and that she did not want an 
operation to be performed upon her, as it was against 
her creed. She recalled in her terror an operation per- 
formed on her mother, Mrs. Jackson, years ago, and she 
feared she herself was going to suffer similarly. She 
was assured in vain that no operation was contem- 
plated. 

The only other Christian Scientist in the family besides 
herself is her mother-in-law, the elder Mrs. Fairfield. 

The Jiuthor refers to the sad experience re^ 
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ported in the preceding extract from the article in 
the New York Sun for the good of humanity. 
The patient was taken from Bellevue several days 
later unrestored. Reader, how many cases occur 
that we never hear of, especially among people 
who are so adroitly deceptive in covering up, 
in hiding from view? The author knows of a 
number of cases of insanity resulting after people 
have come in contact with "Christian Science." 
It is reported that of the cases of insanity in the 
asylums, Christian Scientists are greatly in excess 
proportionately. In view of the glimpse the 
reader has had of this dangerous teaching, com- 
ment is unnecessary. 



LAMENTABLE C. S. EXAMPLE. 

A well-meaning and benign-faced lady in one 
of the Christian Science Churches, a close stu- 
dent of "Science and Health," in conversation 
with a gentleman a short time ago, denied that 
a certain testimony had been given and told the 
gentleman that he must deny that it Had been 
given. The gentleman told her that she was oc-

The gentleman then said that 
Jesus had recognized wrong, as evidenced by His 
pointed rebukes. This typical "Christian Science" 
woman replied: "But we are away ahead of 
Jesus; He didn't have 'Christian Science.'" 
These are the exact words. Reader, can you not 
see or recognize the hypnotic condition of this 
woman's mind? Here we have a result of the 
philosophy in "Science and Health." Nothing 
else produced it but "Science and Health," and 
"Science and Health" is responsible, no matter 
what excuse or statement is made by its votaries ; 
here is the fruit. The defenders of the "teach- 
ing" or "method" will tell you that this is a 
case of "misunderstanding the book." A very 
plausible defense; but the church member and 
student got her healing, her falsehood, her ease 
or destruction of conscience and her hypnotic 
condition all from "Science and Health," and she 
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got just what "Science and Health" presents; 
therefore, where does the fault lie, with the stu- 
dent or with the book? If this case was the ex-: 
ception, then we might determine that this woman 
was the only legitimate product of the book ; that 
all others had escaped the poison. But unfortu- 
nately this is not so, but ill the average case the 
evil wrought is so subtle (the most dangerous 
kind) that it keeps well under cover. (Matt. 24: 
24.) What is the remedy? There is only one! 
The destruction of the book and all literature 
tainted by it, and the presentation of the pure 
teaching of the Christ ! 

A member of the First Church, under the in- 
fluence of this teaching, has not only turned from 
her child, but also from her innocent grandchil- 
dren, whom she had formerly loved, and whose 
loving hearts she now wounds by "treating them 
as though they did not exist, ignoring their lov- 
ing letters and little tokens of affection." And 
this cruelty to the little ones because their parent 
considers a certain Christian Scientist as wholly 
insincere. 

The author could reveal very many cases of 
cruelty, hard-heartedness and deception that 
would bring tears to the eyes of the average per- 
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son (not a Scientist), showing these people to 
have lost all conscience or sense of right and 
every vestige of a true conception of Grod, and to 
be living in a hypnotic condition of mind, which, 
as the author has shown elsewhere, is a counter- 
feit of spirituality.

First Church of Christ Scientist." 

Reader, is this an evasive, deceptive statement?

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In the "preface" of the said book, written by 
Henry Pennington Toler, we read the following 
words : 

"Acknowledgment is made to another for 
assistance rendered in the difficult task of 
expressing spiritual facts in material lan- 
GUAGE.'^ 

Who is this "other" who is "hiding" behind 
the author of this aforesaid book? When further 
evidence is considered in a sworn statement of 
the date of April 12, 1905, there will be no diffi- 
culty in uncovering the individual, in the opinion 
of the author. 

We read in the reprint from the Herald 
of January 24, 1904, the following : "The Church 
exercises no authority over the private affairs of 
its members." In other words, the Church does 
not interfere with a man's schemes, no matter

SPEAKS FOR ITSELF.

Anna C. Riker, being duly sworn, deposes and 
says that she is a resident of the City of New 
York, and the widow of James Riker, of the 
New York Bar, and that the following statement 
which she now makes is true : 

"On the morning of the third of May, 1903, I 
left my abode at 267 Indiana Street, Chicago, 111. 
As I neared the comer I noticed two young men 
looking at a picture they held in their hands, and 
then at me. Upon my return one of the young 
men called at the house and asked for me. In 
the interview he told me that he was a reporter, 
and said that a firm in New York* had been look- 
ing for me for a year. I asked the name of the 
firm, but he declined to give it to me. I then 
refused to talk with him unless he should give me 
the name. He left me and returned in half an 
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nour and handed me the card of Toler & Nutting. 
While he was talking a messenger arrived with a 
dispatch from Mr. Nutting, asking permission 
to call upon me, stating that he was on his way 
to Chicago. When Mr. Nutting arrived he ex- 
pressed great pleasure at having found me, and 
said that they had a great business in New York, 
and wanted me to go to New York with him at 
once. I refused. He said: "We must have the 
information you have.' I still refused to go. 
He said: *We must have you,' and pulled out a 
large roll of bills, which he offered to me. I said : 
'Keep your money, I don't want it.' He said: 
'You will be an independent woman; you will 
be a wealthy woman if you will go to New York.' 
I talked with the landlady and she advised me not 
to go, as the people were strangers to me. Mr. 
Nutting urged me to go. Because of the amount 
of money displayed I was led to ask if he was a 
Christian Scientist. He said : 'Yes, therefore you 
can trust me.' I then consented to go. Mr. 
Nutting procured a cab and we started for New 
York. On our arrival we were met by Mr. 
Henry Pennington Toler and Mrs. Holden and 
one of the clerks. Mr. Toler and Mrs. Holden 
took me to her home, and they did everything

they possibly could for me. I rested that night 
The next day two lawyers called — Mr. Nutting 
and Mr. Wm. P. Toler. They talked with me 
and urged me to give them the manuscript of 
the History of Harlem, and the papers, and said 
that they would publish the book free of charge. 
I said that I wanted $S,ooo down for the manu- 
script. Then Mr. Henry P. Toler said: 'Give 
it to the Lord.' 

"They induced me to go to Milwaukee and get 
two trunks containing maps, manuscripts, valu- 
able papers, etc. 

"On my return to Mrs. Holden's home the 
two lawyers called again, and Mrs. Holden, who 
was the moving spirit, 'treated me' and said: 
Tfou must give all to the Lord.' I said : 'I want 
$5,000 for the manuscript and $5,000 for the 
papers.' Mr. Henry P. Toler said : 'It isn't con- 
venient for me to give you the money now, but 
I will a little later, and double it.' Henry P. 
Toler held my hand and said (holding my hand 
up high) : 'Give it all to God.' Mrs. Holden 
stood behind me passing her hand over my fore- 
head, sa3ring: 'Yes, dear, give all to the Lord, 
you will never want for a cent.* Then Mr. Wm. 
P. Toler said : Tes, you will never want while I 
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breathe the breath of life,' Mr. F. E. Robinson 
and Mr. Greene were present. I said I wanted the 
amount I had asked for. Mr. Henry P. Toler said : 
That is nothing, dear, we will double it; you 
will be a wealthy woman.' They got everything 
from me, including the electrotype plates, valued 
at $900. Since then I have had to sell my silver 
to meet my expenses. 

"I was told that I could have all the books to 
sell that I wanted, but had to turn in all the 
money to them except the commission, which I 

gave to Mrs. , a young widow with two 

helpless children without bread, though a mem- 
ber of the Church. She is now compelled to *do 
penance' for disobeying orders in helping me to 
sell the books. Mr. Henry P. Toler is selling all 
the books he can, and he has told me that I can- 
not have another one unless I give the money to 
him^ 

"About three weeks ago T told him that I must 
have some more of the books, as I had orders 
for them. He said: 'I will let you have five 
more, but you must give the money to me as 
soon as they are sold. And after this you can't 
have any more until you give the money to me 
for these.' About a week later I called upon him 
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again for mere books, but he refused to give me 
any more, as I had not given him the money for 
the previous five, and he became very angry 
when I told him that I would have them, and 
that I would see Mrs. Stetson. He said (shak- 
ing his fist at me as though to strike me, and 
swearing, his face white with anger) : 'You ! 
You! What can you do?' This was not the 
first time that Henry P. Tolcr had shaken his fist 
at me, and his brother, Wm. P. Toler, has sworn 
at me many times. 

"I never believed that I could have stood such 
treatment as I have had to endure. My husband 
told me on his deathbed that the book would 
bring me a comfortable income, as after he had 
gone people would want the book, as 'it's the last 
I leave.' When I expressed my opinion to Mrs. 
Stetson, she said : 'Mr. Toler must make it right 
with you.' I said : 'Why do you have such a per- 
son in the Church?' She said: 'If he doesn't 
make it right with you he can't stay in this 
Church.' I said : 'How can he heal if he is doing 
wrong?* Mrs. Stetson replied: 'He is not Heal- 
ing, he is here for treatment. Oh, he will make 
it right with you !' 

"My observation convinces me that in every 
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respect the Church is rotten, and I have had 
ample opportunity of seeing it in all its phases. 

"I feel it my duty to give this condensed ac- 
count of my sad experience at the hands of 
Christian Scientists for the good of mankind. 

"I desire to add that I left Mrs. Holden's home 
about a week after my return from Milwaukee 
and went to live on Twentieth Street, but for six 
weeks I was in seclusion."

The foregoing statement needs no comment from 
the author, except to say that he learns from the 
maker of the said statement that the two inter- 
views referred to concerning her request for more 
books took place in the reading room of the First 
Church Christian Scientist, Central Park West 
and Ninety-sixth Street, New York City, in the 
presence of the practitioners. And the author 
wonders what the people who have been under 
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this man's treatment will think of the statement : 
"He is not healing, he is here for treatment." 



REVELATIONS ADDED TO IN THE FOLLOW- 
ING IMPORTANT SWORN STATEMENT.

Laura E. Skeels, being duly sworn, deposes 
and says that she is a resident of New York City, 
and formerly of Austin, 111., and that the fol- 
lowing statement is true: 

"I arrived in New York about the 17th of 
July, 1901, coming from Austin, 111., and on the 
following Sunday I attended service at the First 
Church Christ Scientist, and met Mrs. Stetson 
for the first time. I told her that I had a letter 
of introduction to her which I presented the 
next day. In reply to her question I stated that 
the length of my stay was uncertain. I said : 'I 
have some business as well as pleasure; I will 
probably stay a month.' I also stated the nature 
of my business in reply to her inquiry. I came 
here as an heir and representing heirs to a large 
tract of land in the upper part of the Borough 
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of Manhattan, New York City. I had been 
working upon the matter of recovering this prop- 
erty for ten years and had gotten together valu- 
able data and original papers complete for the 
making of the brief. I desired to find someone 
with capital to unite with me on a percentage of 
interest, all of which I made known to Mrs. Stet- 
son. Mrs. Stetson replied: 'I know a man of 
the very soul of honor and truth — Mr. Toler. I 
will speak to Harry Toler about it.' She named 
the hour of two the following day or the day 
after for a meeting with Mr. Toler at the Church. 
There were present at the meeting Mrs. Stet- 
son, Mr. Toler and another gentleman whose 
name I cannot recall. Mr. Toler looked over 
the papers and considered that I had *a wonder- 
ful case,' and fervently said : 'What a wonderful 
amount of work ! It is such an enormous thing. 
I don't see how a woman could get all these 
proofs together.' I said: *My attorney assisted 
me.' Mr. Toler asked to meet him. I told him 
that he was on his way here. A few days later 
Mr. Toler called at my abode and met my attorney 
and arranged for us to meet a friend of his that 
lUght at his home, 22 West Forty-eighth Street. 
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At that meeting the friend supported our claims 
and said that we seemed to have all the proof to 
sustain our title to the property. The following 
day Mr. Henry P. Toler brought his brother, 
Mr. Wm. P. Toler, an attorney, to our abode to 
consult with my attorney. Mr. Wm. P. Toler 
(looking at his brother) said : 'Harry, this looks 
as though it was iron boimd and copper fas- 
tened.' Then Mr. Henry P. Toler said: 'I'll 
go into it and we (he and his brother) will draw 
the contract. I will put up $25,000, and $50,000 
if needed.' When Mr. Toler presented the con- 
tract to sign my attorney tried to prevent me 
from signing it, saying that there was nothing 
binding in it, that it was worthless. But I signed 
it in opposition to my attorney's advice, believ- 
ing that all the statements made to me would 
be lived up to because of the character of the in- 
troduction and the profession of the Christian 
Scientists, feeling that even a contract was not 
necessary. Then we commenced work, my at- 
torney advising them, and with the use of my 
original papers. 

"Repeatedly Mr. Toler, his brother and Mrs. 
Stetson declared that my attorney was the 
'brainiest man' and had 'such a clear knowledge 
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of the case/ and that he was the *soul of honor/ 
They wanted to get possession of all of my original 
papers and deeds, and Mr. Henry P. Toler said : 
'But you have got them all locked up; if I had 
them I could raise two hundred and seventy-five 
thousand dollars on them in two hours/ I re- 
fused to let him take them. We held repeated 
meetings at the home of Mrs. Stetson, No. 24 
West Seventy-second Street. At one of these 
meetings the question came up as to who should 
hold the original papers, then in my possession, 
and Mr. Henry P. Toler appealed to Mrs. Stet- 
son for her to decide who should hold them, but 
before Mrs. Stetson could reply, my attorney 
jumped up and said: *They are the property of 
Mrs. Skeels and she shall hold them." 

"During the conversation Mrs. Stetson held 
up her hand and said : 'I can demonstrate money. 
All I have to do is to put my hand out.' A few 
days after that they sent for me to come to the 
Church. My attorney coming in direct from 
Mr. Toler's office and learning from me that I was 
about to go to the Church in response to their 
request, urged me strongly not to go. But I 
refused to listen to him and went. I found Mr. 
H. P. Toler in the reading room ; he drew up his 



chair close to me and said: *Mrs. Skecls, don't 
you think that you had better make your will 
and leave everything to the First Church and 
Christian Science?' While talking Mrs. Stet- 
son came up hurriedly from a Board meeting 
and said : 'I was ver>'^ anxious to get out ; come 
into my room.' And we did so. Then Mr. Toler 
said : 'I have been advising Mrs. Skeels to make 
her will.' I said: 'I am very much opposed to 
wills, and if I made my will I would remember 
that I have two sisters and a daughter, and be- 
sides, as there is "no death," why should I make 
my will?' Mr. H. P. Toler called almost daily 
at my abode. He said that he was working hard 
on the case, and that Mrs. Stetson was doing a 
great deal of work on the case. And he repeat- 
edly said that Mrs. Stetson was to succeed Mrs. 
Eddy, that it was understood between Mrs. Eddy 
and Mrs. Stetson that she was to succeed her 
(Mrs. Eddy). These statements were sometimes 
made in the presence of Mrs. Stetson, who smiled 
benignly but said nothing. I was told repeat- 
edly by Mr. Toler that 'the First Church' of this 
city was to be the First Church, and that every 
other Science Church will have to come under 
this First Church. After they had gotten copies 
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of my original papers during the time that I 
had faith in their living up to their promises, 
which they have failed to do, and after making 
certain propositions to my attorney personally, 
which he properly refused, they came to me and 
told me that my attorney was 'mortal mind,* and 
that he must get out of the case. I told Mrs. 
Stetson after that repeatedly that my attorney 
was not as 'mortal mind' as Henry Toler. Mr. 
H. P. Toler sent for me again to come to the 
Church, and he took me to Mr. Hatfield's room 
and closed the door and said to me: 'You give 
it all to God, turn over all the papers ; give it to 
God if you never get a cent/ He kept repeatedly 
saying : 'Give it to God if yon never get a dollar.' 
He then said : 'If you don't give it to God I will 
go it alone.' I said : 'What ! take my foundation, 
that I, have built brick by brick, the result of ten 
years* hard work? Does Science and Health 
teach you that you can rob? What right have 
you? You are not an heir, and how can you 
take this matter upon yourself? Do you think 
that the people who gave me deeds would 
give deeds to you?* He said: 'Why, certainly! 
The power of Christian Science is so great.* 
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This he said, though he knew that these people 
had given me irrevocable powers of attorney. 

"After this, and about February or March, 
1902, Mrs. Stetson came to me in response to a 
request that she should do so for an interview. 
I had not been well owing to the strain that I 
had passed through. Mrs. Stetson ^treated' me 
contrary to my desire. I then said to Mrs. Stet- 
son: *Mr. Toler is a rascal; he has broken his 
agreement with me because I will not give up all 
my papers and make my will. I consider that 
Mr. Henry Toler has been dealing with me 
under false pretenses.' My conversation with a 
prominent attorney in this city fully confirmed 
my opinion and caused me to arrive at the fur- 
ther opinion that I need not expect to find any 
other character of dealing. 

"At the said interview with Mrs. Stetson in 
my room, she replied to that part of my expressed 
opinion of Mr. Toler relative to his effort to get 
my papers from me, in the following words: 
*What makes you give them to him?' She then 
held her head down and remained quiet for a few 
minutes (we were separated by a very small 
table, sitting on opposite sides of it), when sud- 
denly she threw her hands and body forward, 
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and with very quick speech said : 'Why don't you 
give them to him!' I resisted the suggestion 
with emphatic refusal. 

"Passing over months of experiences, the tor- 
ture of which neither pen nor tongue could ever 
express, I come to a conversation with Mrs. 
Stetson in which I said: 'You and Mr. Toler 
have delayed me in my work about a year and 
a half at an extra expense of about $10,000 to 
$15,000, and I have shed tears enough to float 
me down to the bay to think that a Christian ( ?) 
organization should do anything so contempti- 
ble." Mrs. Stetson said : 'I don't doubt it, dear.' 

"At about this time (June, 1903) I met Mrs. 
Stetson on the street, in front of the Church, 
comer of Central Park West and Ninety-sixth 
Street. I spoke to her of Mr. Toler's conduct, 
and she said: 'When Mr. Toler dropped you I 
told him I would have nothing further to do with 
it, as it was your individual work, and I also 
wrote "Mother" that I have nothing further to 
do with the case.' I said : 'What business is it to 
"Mother"? I have never consulted her. If you 
have had nothing to do with the case since Mr. 
Toler "dropped me," why did he, so long after- 
ward, go up to your apartment (West Eighty- 
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eighth Street) at the holy hour of midnight and 
have you awakened to review his wonderful green 
book (New Harlem, Past and Present), which 
does not contain anjrthing original unless it is the 
title page?' Mrs. Stetson's face paled as she 
asked quickly : 'Who told you?' 

"Mrs. Stetson told me at one time that she 
sent her practitioners to the 'New Harlem' meet- 
ing of the heirs. I questioned the object of their 
presence, as they had no right there. 

"Mr. Henry P. Toler told me and my attorney 
repeatedly that he and Mrs. Stetson's chosen 

students had gone down to . 

in a body to treat Judge , 

. . . that he might be influenced to decide 
in Mrs. Stetson's favor. 

"I have been urged by friends and acquaint- 
ances repeatedly to make a statement; they felt 
that the conditions existing should be known. 

"A member of the said Church, who impressed 
me as having been commissioned to call upon 
me, said: *I hear that you are about to expose 
Mrs. Stetson and Mr. Toler through the press; 
if you do, people will say that it is the only way 
you can get your name in the paper, and every- 
one who goes against Mrs. Stetson comes to 
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grief. See Mr. Carrol Norton!' I state these 
facts believing and knowing it to be my duty to 
give my experience to the world, that others may 
be saved a like sad experience. I feel it only right 
that I should add that I was told by Mrs. Stet- 
son that I should have nothing to do with any 
Scientist not a member of her Church ; the con- 
sequences to me of following this injimction 
require no comment. 

"My attorney and I were kept from conversing 
with the people in the Churcli, and they were evi- 
dently warned against speaking to us after we 
got started in the work. 

"The statements to me of the succession of 

Mrs. Stetson were made 

after the contract had been entered into.**

We find in the above a polite "suggestive" cir- 
cular letter, and as in all eke that Christian Sci- 
ence presents, we have to look beneath the sur- 
face to discover the hidden evil. 
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The author will only deal with that part which 
relates to "the publisher," who is "suggestively" 
informed in the said circular that his "good name" 
will be "jeopardized" if anything appears in any 
"book," "pamphlet" or "periodical" published by 
him, that is a "criticism" or "attack" on Chris- 
tian Science. 

Truly, to tell a man that his "good name" may 
be destroyed in the eyes of the defenders of Chris- 
tian Science, is "suggesting" to him that he may 
expect to be the subject of a boycott.

FROM ••PUBLIC OPINION," JULY 29, 1905. 
To the Editor of 'Tublic Opinion:' 

Dear Sir: In your issue of July 8th you pub- 
lished a letter from Mr. Alfred Farlow, Chairman 
of the Publication Committee of the •^Mother*' 
Church of Christ Scientist, Boston, Mass., written 
over the head of the Chairman of this State, in r^ly 
to your review of my book, ••Elxpose of Christian 
Science Methods and Teaching.'* In said letter Mr. 
Farlow accuses me of calumny, for the evident pur- 
pose of directing attention from the unenviable posi- 
tion occupied by himself and others as protectors of 
gross evils in their organization, by silence or other- 
wise, said evils being touched upon in sworn evidence 
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amtained in my said book. I, therefore, ask that you 
extend to me the same courtesy of publishing this 
reply to Mr. FarIow*s aforesaid letter. There was 
nothing calumnious in your review, neither is calumny 
indulged in in my aforesaid book. It deals with cold 
facts, and Mr. Farlow knows it, and has had ample 
evidence placed before him long ago, for * deeply 
wrong conditions have existed for years with his 
knowledge, and yet they have been carefully covered 
up and protected, as he evidently seeks to do now, de- 
ceiving an unsuspecting public. 

As no calumny whatever is expressed in my afore- 
said book, Mr. Farlow*s language becomes the ex- 
pression of his own animus, which is a contradiction 
of his statement of forgiveness, expressed for efiect in 
an apparent efiort to cover the cloven foot in the organ- 
ization by continuing to wrap about it the garb of 
lamb's wool, which is in full consonance with the 
hypocritical teaching of Christian Science. Mr. 
Farlow says in his said letter, in reference to myself: 
*'In your issue of June 1 7th you published a review of 
a criticism on Christian Science by a gentleman who, 
though having once claimed to be a believer in 
Christian Science, evidences the fact that he never 
knew anything about it, if indeed what he now sets 
forth to be Christian Science is what he then thought 
it to be.** Do I need to indicate to Mr. Farlow that 
a sane and honest man would most certainly not 
criticise a teaching he had claimed to believe, if he 
still viewed that teaching from the standpoint of the 
same light and knowledge he had at the time **he 
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claimed to be a believer?*' At that time I believed 
Qmstian Science to be what I then thought it to be, 
but now I painfully realize that I did not know the 
subtle evil in its teaching, so deceptively wrapped in 
the garb of the Scriptures. I was led to examine 
the said teaching very carefully when I beheld the 
awful fruitage from which Mr. Farlow is evidently 
still trying to divert the public gaze, and from which 
I am trsring to tear the purloined robe of Heaven, 
that humanity may be saved from the hypnotic thral- 
dom, the counterfeit of spirituality, by an intelligent 
understanding of the subtle and dangerous teaching 
declared by Mrs. Eddy to be her own method; not 
God*s method, but her method. 

Mr. Farlow's escplanation of creation — ^the ideal — 
matter, is calculated to lose the average reader in the 
maze of his contradictions and meaninglessness, and 
thus an unthinking reader, or one not trained in logical 
thought, may fall an easy prey to the hy^motic influ- 
ence of the aforesaid teadiing. 

Mr. Farlow declares that *'Giristian Science does 
not deny the existence of any created thing, though it 
r^udiates the false human misconception of them.*' 
Now, I do not see how the human can have a false 
misconception. I can understand a false conception 
or a misconc^tion, but a false misconception is as 
contradictory as all of the meanless falsity of the 
whole pernicious teaching garbed in the purloined robe 
of Heaven. Again, Mrs. Eddy writes in **Science 
and Health,** page 367 of the 137th edition: •'Deny 
the existence of matter, and we destroy the belief in 
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these conditions, and with it disappears the foundation 
of disease." 

Where does this declaration of Mrs. Eddy in her 
teachings place Mr. Farlow in his apparent effort to 
disguise the true character of the teachings? He 
declares in his said letter: **True Christian Science 
denies power, life, substance, and intelligence to the 
creature independent of the Creator, but this denial 
is not a premise but a conclusion." Mrs. Eddy 
positively teaches "denial" as a "premise" in the 
above quotation from her book, for ^e clearly states 
that the result depends upon the denial of "the ex- 
istence of." 

For a man to declare that he is living in the con- 
sciousness that all is spirit and that there is no matter, 
that man becomes a true disciple of "Christian Sci- 
ence" in establishing a life of hypocrisy, in that his acts 
give the lie to his speech. If that which we call matter 
does not exist, we must prove it in act as well as in 
speech. Matter does exist and it has its purposes and 
no part of it is lost though its form changes. Matter 
is real in our present experience, as things of to-day are 
real and those of yesterday a memory. 

There is no Christian Scientist, no matter what the 
denial, who has been able to change the shape, color 
or perfume of a flower. But instead of changing 
conditions, a change in the individual has occurred in 
the establishment of self-deception, hypocrisy, self- 
complacency and a counterfeit of spirituality. 

In my book, "Elxpose of Christian Science," this 
is made very clear, and in my book, "Divine Power," 
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the true interpretation of the Scriptures shows by con- 
trast the evil of Christian Science. 

Mr. Farlow denies that there is ansrthing in *'Giris- 
tian Science'* copied from Plato, Kant, Berkeley. The 
following will indicate whether Mr. Farlow is cor- 
rect or otherwise: 
Plato. 

"The idea is absolute good: God is supreme good- 
ness. Now the good or goodness cannot but create 
the good. God is life. Life must create itself .... 
find the highest good, not in pleasure, but in man*s 
most perfect likeness to God.'*

"Take away the perceiving subject, and you take 
away the sensible world."

"Reason, the thinking subject, creates space and 
time; reason, with the materials supplied by die senses, 
makes, constructs, or constitutes die phenomenon.** 
Weber, "History of Philosophy,** p. 476.

To the Editor of *Tublic Opinion.** 

Dear Sir: As Mr. Alfred Farlow evidently en- 
deavors to, and does, put me in a false light in his 
letter, which you published m your issue of August 
26th, I ask that you will allow me to properly place 
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myself before your readers by publishing this letter 
in reply. 

It is fair to assume from Mr. Farlow's letter that 
he would charge Jesus with having a "personal griev- 
ance** because of his attitude and speech. What 
**conduct** does he attribute to Jesus in His public 
denunciation : *'Woe unto you. Scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites!*' etc. Logically, Mr. Farlow holds that 
Jesus is ''inconsistent** with the texts the gentleman 
quotes in his letter, and that He (Jesus) falls short 
of "perfection.** I do not parallel myself with Jesus 
herein, but the conditions are parallel. 

I have distinctly stated in my writings that I have 
no personal motive or prejudice in the matter of my 
de£^ling with the baneful teaching and iniquitous 
methods of "Christian Science.'* 

If Mr. Farlow sees fit to be associated with by 
membership, or protect conditions by silence or other- 
wise, that I and others consider a menace to a com- 
munity, to a people, it is but fair to ask if this gentle- 
man is not evidently tr3ring to shield himself and the 
"system** which gives him his material living in dollars 
and cents, by declaring that my "conduct" falls short 
of "perfection?" Truly the tenor of this gentle- 
man's letter would seem to indicate that the shoe fits 
too well for his comfort, and his official attitude 
indicates that in "Christian Science" evil in hig^ places 
is a virtue and the disturbance of it a crime. Mr. 
Farlow, in his letter, reveals himself in his true light 
as a Christian Scientist, and that, in the opinion of the 
writer, as one attempting to deceive; which is in full 
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consonance with the teachings of ^'Christian Science,** 
as revealed in my book on this subject; and his animus 
is made more and more evident. 

Let me advise Mr. Farlow, in his reference to 
the Methodists, that their teaching does not protect 
evil, while his whole attitude in this matter indicates 
that ''Christian Science** does; and this is clearly 
shown in my said book, "Elxpose of Christian 
Science Methods and Teaching,** his meaningless 
denial to the contrary notwithstanding. Evidence: 
Mr. Farlow is not directing his energies against the 
evil which abounds at the very root of the organ- 
ization, but against the one who dares to reveal it — 
to destroy it. 

Referring to my book, I desire to say that there are 
laws and courts in our land to punish those who make 
such statements, including affidavits as contained in 
my aforesaid book, unless they are true and for the 
protection of an unsuspecting public. 

The gentleman declares **that the foundation of 
Christian Science does not consist in its conclusions 
about matter . . . it is based upon Jesus* 
teaching,** etc. Let us see: 

Mrs. Eddy writes: **Let the author allude to a 
phenomenon which she discovered in 1867. If you 
mentally and silently call the disease by name, as 
you argue against it, as a general rule the body will 
respond more quickly, just as a person replies more 
readily when his name is spoken.*' (**Science and 
Health,** p. 499, I37thed.) 

Need I indicate that this is purely psychological, 
purely mental suggestion? 
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Again, Mrs. Eddy writes: *'It is recorded that 
Jesus asked the name of a disease — a disease modems 
would call dementia. The demon or evil replied that 
his name was Legi(Mi. Thereupon Jesus cast out the 
evil; and the insane man was changed and straightway 
became whole. The Scripture seems to import that 
Jesus caused the evil to be self-destroyed.'* ("'Science 
and Health/' p. 409, 137th ed.) 

Shall we accept Mrs. Eddy's statement or Scrip- 
ture? Which reads, according to Luke 8: 30, 
"Twentieth Century" translation from the original 
Greek: *'What is your name? Jesus asked. Legion, 
he answered (for many evil spirits had taken posses- 
sion of him) ; and the spirits begged Jesus not to 
order them away into the bottomless pit. There 
was a drove of a good many pigs upon die hill side. 
So the spirits begged Jesus to give them leave to take 
possession of them; and Jesus did so. They came 
out of the man and took possession of the pigs," etc. 

Mrs. Eddy is compelled to alter the reading of 
the Scriptures to fit her false philosophy, which, as I 
show in my book, produces a counterfeit of spirituality. 

Again: "Always begin your treatment by allaying 
the fear of patients. Silently reassure the patient as 
to his exemption from disease and danger. Watch 
the result of this simple rule of Christian Science, and 
you will find that it alleviates the symptoms of every 
disease. If you succeed in wholly removing the fear, 
your patient is healed." ("Science and Health," p. 
410. 137th ed.) 

•Note the word "silently" and you perceive Ae 
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action of mind upon mind which is the ''simple rule 
of Christian Science,*' and is its foundation teaching 
and principle in healing the sick through the destruction 
of fear by the system of "denial," which becomes, 
therefore, the foundation of the "system." Any other 
statement is deceptive and untrue! and presented as 
a cloak to hide or disguise the true character of the 
teaching. 

"Deny the existence of matter, and we destroy 
the belief in these conditions, and with it disappears 
the foundation of disease." ("Science and HeiJth," 
p. 367. 1 37th ed.) 

On December 4, 1904, Mrs. Sue Harper Mims, 
of the Board of Lectureship of the Mother Church 
(Christian Science), Boston, Mass., in a lecture de- 
livered at Mount Vernon, N. Y., said: "I want 
to quote Mrs. Eddy correctly." Mrs. Eddy says: 
"This is my method; I am die only one who cures 
disease by a system of denial." (El3^>ose of Christian 
Science," Pease, p. 18.) 

"Argue with the patient (mentally, not audibly) 
that he has no disease, and conform the argument to 
the evidence." ("Science and Health," p. 410, 
137th ed.) 

Is any more evidence necessary? Now that the 
true character of Christian Science is being revealed 
to the people, every effort is being made to prevent 
the public, and especially Ae (hypnotized, deceived) 
members of the C. S. Church Arom learning the truth. 

Mr. Farlow presumes in his letter to speak of (I 
treat this reverently) "the Holy Spirit," I siq>pose. 
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because my book, **Diyine Power/' is based up<m the 
power of the Holy Spirit, with no element of "deniaL'* 
Is the gentleman, in referring to this said book, using 
it as a shield for Christian Science? In the opinion 
of the writer the gentleman can know nothing of the 
Holy Spirit, having for his basis of knowledge the 
following definition of the **Holy Ghost, Divine 
Science, the developments of Eternal Life, Truth and 
Love/* (Glossary, "Science and Health," p. 579, 
137th ed.) Note the words "developments** and 
"Divine Science/' Where is the developer, the 
revealer? Nowhere in Christian Science. It's an 
abstract philosophy. 

If Mr. Farlow would take a pilgrimage to the dis- 
trict in Wales where the power of the Holy Spirit has 
been so blessedly manifested, he would discover, 
should he have a sufficient awakening of his spiritual 
perception, that his philosophy is a counterfeit (Matt. 
24: 24.) 

When I claim to be as perfect as my "Father 
which is in Heaven is perfect," then Mr. Farlow 
might have a basis for his argument, but, until then, 
his argument of necessity, in the opinion of the writer, 
brands him with dishonesty, which is a legitimate 
quality of the teaching he adopts and attempts to 
defend. 

Mr. Farlow and "Science and Health" clothe the 
psychological, mental, suggestive, hypnotic teaching 
(Christian Science) with the purloined robe of the 
Scriptures, thus deceiving the people who fall a prey 
to the counterfeit of spirituality and become hopelessly 
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enthralled. Qiristian Scientists imagine that every- 
body has distorted views of the **thmgs of nature,'* 
because they themselves give evidence of having dis- 
torted views, and always will have from the stand- 
point of their teaching. Plato says: "Now the good 
or goodness cannot but create the good." Why is it 
that Mr. Farlow considers this so mystical that he 
cannot understand its meaning, when he essays to 
understand that which is copied from or founded upon 
the above, because it is in **Science and Healdi,** 
to wit: "Good itself never causes evil, or creates 
aught that can cause evil." ("Science and Health," 
p. 258, 137th ed.) 

Can we understand the hypnotic bias of a mind 
that can see nothiQg in the one and the opposite in the 
other? 

Why does not the gentleman prove his statement 
concerning my book, "Divine Power," by paralleUng 
the "statements" he claims to have been taken from 
"Science and Health," and thus supply the evidence, 
as he has already proven his writings to be unreliable? 

The gentleman says that "Berkeley approximated 
to the teaching of 'Qiristian Science,' as regards the 
constituency of matter." How is it that "Christian 
Science" does not approximate to Berkeley's teaching 
of matter? 

I consider "Science and Health" ("Christian 
Science") the gravest (because the most subtle, de- 
ceptive) danger we have to meet in the world to-day, 
menacing, as it does (as per the evidence), indi- 
vidual Uberty and rights, and the moral and spiritual 
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life of a nation. Every one should examine the evi- 
dence presented in my book. If the cloak of the 
Scriptures was not used there would be no danger, 
as the psychological, mental, suggestive, hypnotic teach- 
ing would then be clearly seen.

"The Kentucky Oil Company was one of the big 
schemes introduced into the Church, and a great 
many of the members gave money for stock. I was 
one of them. The officers and directors were all 
members of the Church. The company had a capital 
of $1,500,000 and Hugh G. Curren was treasurer. 
It went to smash, and Geo. Arthur, one of die 
directors, who was very close to Mrs. Stetson, reor- 
ganized it as the United Oil Producing Company with 
$2,500,000 capital.
